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T  N  presenting  their  first  Annual  Report,  the  Committee  propose 
X  Firstly,  to  give  a  brief  history  of  the  adoption  of  the  Free  Library 
Acts  m  this  Borough,  and  the  establishment  of  the  Free  Libraries  in 
conformity  therewith.  Secondly,  a  review  of  the  operations  of  the 
various  departments  of  the  Institution  since  the  opening,  accompanied 
by  Tables  shewing  the  Numbers  and  Classes  of  the  Books  issued,  and 
Thirdly,  to  give  an  Abstract  of  the  Accounts,  shewing  the  receipts  and 
expenditure  in  respect  of  each  of  those  Departments. 


THE  ADOPTION  OF  THE  ACT. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Town  Council  held  on  the  6th  of  February  .8^6 
a  communicafon,  signed  by  W.  Mundy,  Esq.,  was  presented  wlifch 
compnsed  a  series  of  resolutions  passed  ^t  the  Annual  Meeting  of  he 
?n  ^h^     Tt  K'^to^y.  Society,  held  at  the  Museum  in  Victorif  S  reet 

Wiij^  •^?*  IT^'^  'V^'^  ^-"^  y^^^-  I"  *a'  communicadon  the 
Soc  ety  intimated  its  willingness  to  offer  its  valuable  Museum  for  he 
gratuitous  acceptance  of  the  Corporation,  on  behalf  of  the  town  The 
Society  expressed  Its  opinion  that  such  Museum,  if  accepted  would 
form  an  admirable  nucleus  for  the  establishment  of  a  F  ee  Public 
Library,  Museum,  and  Reading  Room,  and  in  accordance  with  that 
conviction  requested  the  Mayor  and  Town  Council  to  convene  a  PubHc 
Meetmg  of  the  Burgesses  of  the  Borough,  in  order  to  determine  if  thev

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Mr.  Alderman  Evans  (the  late),  Mr.  Alderman  Bent,  and  Mr.  Alder- 
man Moss  spoke  in  favor  of  the  acceptance  of  the  offer  of  the  Society ; 
but  upon  a  division,  the  proposal  to  submit  the  question  to  a  meeting 
of  the  Burgesses  was  rejected  by  twelve  votes  against  nine,  and  ac- 
cordingly the  offer  was  decHned. 

With  the  exception  of  the  offer  by  the  Government  of  a  complete  set 
of  the  printed  copies  of  Specifications  of  Patents,  which  offer  was  like- 
wise declined  by  the  Corporation,  no  further  active  steps  towards  the 
establishment  of  a  Free  Library,  Museum,  &c.,  in  Derby,  appear  to  have 
been  taken  until  the  6th  of  October,  1869,  when,  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Corporation  held  on  that  day,  on  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Alderman 
LoNGDON,  seconded  by  Mr.  Councillor  Draycott,  a  Committee  was 
appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  establishing  a  Free 
Library  for  this  Borough. 

On  the  4th  of  February,  1870,  the  Committee  presented  their  Report 
as  under,  to  the  Council,  accompanied  by  a  very  comprehensive  schedule 
of  information  obtained  by  them  from  most  of  the  principal  towns  in  the 
kingdom.  That  Report  was  received  by  the  Council,  and  several 
thousand  printed  copies  of  it  and  of  the  schedule  referred  to  in  it  were 
distributed  for  the  information  of  the  public. 


COPY  OF  REPORT. 

"  Report  of  Free  Libraries'  Committee^  appointed  October  6th,  i2>6g,  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  establishing 
a  Free  Library  for  this  Borough. 

'♦In  accordance  with  the  Resolution  of  the  Council  passed  on  the  6th  of  October 
last,  this  Committee  met  on  the  1 7th  of  November,  and  in  order  to  obtain  the  statis- 
tical information  upon  which  to  base  its  report  to  the  Council,  issued  a  circular  of 
which  a  copy  is  annexed,  to  100  of  the  principal  towns  in  the  United  Kingdom,  asking 
for  answers  to  a  series  of  questions  embracing  the  most  important  points  in  connexion 
with  the  establishing  and  working  of  Free  Libraries. 

"On  the  17th  of  December  the  Committee  again  met  to  consider  the  answers 
received,  and  were  gratified  to  find  that  out  of  the  100  circulars  issued,  86  had  been 
replied  to,  and  that  thus  an  ample  basis  was  afforded  upon  which  to  frame  a  report. 
The  Committee  considered  that  the  answers  received,  reduced  to  2C  suitable  form, 
would  themselves,  together  with  a  short  summary  from  the  Committee,  be  the  best 
possible  report  to  present  to  the  public.  These  statistics  have  accordingly  been  well 
tabulated,  and  at  considerable  labour  to  the  Chamberlain,  and  the  schedule  is  annexed 
to  this  report. 

••  Your  Committee  would  suggest,  that  the  best  method  of  informing  the  public 
as  to  the  question,  would  be  by  supplying  this  schedule  to  the  local  press,  and  request- 
ing them  to  issue  it  as  a  supplement  gratis,  or  in  any  other  mode  which  may  be  thought 
more  desirable. 

"It  would  appear  from  the  information  received,  that  out  of  the  86  towns  from 
which  replies  have  been  obtained,  in  40  no  action  has  yet  been  taken ;  in  7  a  public 
meeting  has  negatived  the  proposal  to  establish  a  library;  in  15  it  is  yet  an  open 
question  ;  and  in  24,  1 1  of  which  are  of  smaller  population  than  Derby,  Free  Libraries 
have  been  established  with  more  or  less  success,  but  always  with  satisfactory  results  : 
in  some  cases  the  success  is  most  striking— as  in  Coventry,  where  the  circulation  of 
books  averages  90,000  volumes  per  annum  ;  and  in  Nottingham,  where  it  averages 
over  I50,<X)0  per  annum. 


The  Committee,  having  evidence  so  satisfactory  before  them  of  the  beneficial 
effects  accrumg  from  the  establishment  of  Free  Libraries  in  various  large  towns  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  have  to  report  to  the  Council  most  favourably  as  to  the  propriety  of 
the  formation  of  a  similar  institution  for  the  Borough  of  Derby,  and  earnestly  recom- 
mend the  Council  to  take  the  necessary  steps  for  giving  effect  to  the  Committee's 
recommendation.

At  the  meeting  of  the  Corporation  on  the  6th  of  May,  1870,  it  was 
resolved  on  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Alderman  Longdon,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Councillor  Russell,  that  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  convene  a 
public  meeting  of  the  Burgesses,  to  consider  the  propriety  of  adopting 
the  Public  Libraries  Act,  1855,  for  this  Borough. 

In  compliance  with  that  requisition,  a  public  meeting  convened  by 
advertisement  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall  on  the  17th  of  the  same 
month.  The  meeting  was  most  numerously  attended.  The  Mayor 
(T.  W.  Evans,  Esq.)  was  in  the  Chair.  It  was  proposed  by  the  Rev' 
W.  F.  Wilkinson,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Bullivant,  that  "  the  Free 
Public  Libraries  Act,  1855,  and  the  Act  1866,  amending  the  same  be 
adopted  for  the  Borough  of  Derby."  Mr.  Alderman  Barber  Mr 
Alderman  Longdon,  Mr.  Alderman  Madeley,  the  Rev.  W  Clark 
Mr.  Councillor  Russell,  Mr.  Parkinson,  Mr.  Manuel,  and  other 
gentlemen,  spoke  in  favour  of  the  proposition.  Upon  its  being  put  to 
the  meeting  the  Resolution  was  carried  unanimously,  amidst  loud  cheers 
At  the  same  meeting  it  was  determined  to  invite  the  inhabitants  of  the 
hamlet  of  Litchurch  to  unite  with  the  Borough  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Free  Libraries  Act. 

THE  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  THE  LIBRARIES. 

At  the  Quarterly  meeting  of  the  Town  Council  held  on  the  3rd  of 
AT^^^fi^^^^^'  ^^  *^^  proposition  of  Mr.  Council  Hobson,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Alderman  Gamble,  a  Committee  consisting  of  six  members  of  the 
Corporation,  and  six  other  gentlemen  was  appointed  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  the  Free  Libraries  Acts. 

The  Committee  thus  appointed  held  their  first  meeting  on  the  21st  of 
September,  1870,  and  immediately  elected  a  sub-Committee  for  the  pur- 
pose of  treating  with  the  Committee  of  the  Derby  Town  and  Coiintv 
Museum,  for  their  Library  and  Museum. 

The  same  sub-Committee  were  empowered  to  confer  with  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Derby  Mechanics'  Institution,  as  to  the  probability 'of  anv 
co-operation  with  that  Institution. 

On  the  17th  of  October,  1870,  a  communication  arising  out  of  the 
conference  between  the  sub-Committee  as  above,  and  the  Committee  of 
the  Town  and  County  Library,  &c.,  was  read  from  the  last  named  Com- 
mittee, to  which  communication  was  attached  a  memorandum  of  propo 
sitions,  as  under,  which  the  Town  and  County  Library,  &c.,  Committee 
would  be  willing  to  recommend  for  the  adoption  of  their  subscribers  in 
the  event  of  the  Corporation  being  likely  to  approve  of  such  propositions 


COPY  OF  PROPOSITIONS. 

*'That  the  Subscribers  to  the  Town  and  County  Library  and  Museum  shall  transfer 
to  the  To-w^n  the  whole  of  the  property  on  the  following  conditions  : — 

"  1st.  That  the  present  Subscribers  to  and  the  Managing  Committee  of  this  institu- 
tion shall  be  relieved  by  the  Corporation  from  all  responsibilities,  pecuniary 
and  otherwise,  in  respect  of  arrears  of  rent,  accounts  owing,  and  other  con- 
tingencies, amounting  probably  to  between  ;^I50  and  ;^200. 

••  2nd.  Also  in  respect  of  rent  of  premises,  salary  of  Librarian,  &c.  accrued  previous 
to  the  expiration  of  the  necessary  notices.  For  the  purpose  of  showing  the 
amounts  of  the  above  liabilities,  the  Committee  will  produce  the  balance 
sheet  prepared  by  the  Accountant  at  the  end  of  the  last  financial  year. 

"3rd.  And  further,  that  the  present  Subscribers  to  the  Town  and  County  Library 
and  Museum  shall  be  admitted  as  Honorary  Life  Members  of  the  Town 
Free  Library." 

These  propositions  were  confirmed  at  a  subsequent  Special  General 
Meeting  of  the  Subscribers  to  the  Town  and  County  Library,  &c.,  held 
pursuant  to  notice. 

The  Free  Library  Committee  having  duly  considered  the  foregoing 
propositions,  passed  a  resolution  recommending  the  Town  Council  to 
accept  the  Town  and  County  Library  and  Museum  upon  the  terms 
mentioned  therein. 

At  the  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Town  Council  held  on  the  9th  of 
November,  1870,  the  proceedings  of  the  Free  Library  Committee  were 
confirmed  ;  and  upon  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Councillor  Hobson, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Alderman  Madeley,  the  Committee  were  empowered 
to  accept  the  Town  and  County  Library  and  Museum  upon  the  terms 
proposed  by  the  proprietors  thereof  as  above,  and  to  make  arrangements 
for  the  completion  of  the  transfer  and  for  the  opening  of  the  institution 
to  the  public  as  early  as  practicable. 

On  the  29th  of  November,  1870,  at  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Subscribers 
to  the  Town  and  County  Library,  &c,  and  the  Free  Library  Committee, 
the  association  of  the  Subscribers  was  formally  dissolved,  and  the  whole 
of  the  property  on  the  premises  transferred  to  the  Corporation  through 
the  Free  Library  Committee,  whose  Chairman  (Mr.  Hobson)  accepted 
the  gift,  and  in  doing  so,  expressed  the  earnest  thanks  of  the  Committee 
and  of  the  Council  to  the  Subscribers,  for  their  munificence  in  presenting 
so  valuable  a  property  for  the  public  use  of  the  Town. 

The  real  work  of  the  Free  Library  Committee  may  be  said  to  have 
commenced  from  this  time.  They  found  that  although  they  had  acquired 
a  most  valuable  property,  the  whole,  as  well  as  the  premises  m  which  it 
was  contained,  required  renovating,  cleaning,  and  entirely  re-arranging, 
before  the  Institution  could  be  opened  to  the  public.  These  works  the 
Committee  immediately  began  to  carry  out,  and  to  meet  the  expenses 
connected  therewith,  as  well  as  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the  necessary 
new  furniture  and  fittings,  the  Council  at  the  request  of  the  Committee, 
took  up  a  Loan  of  £500  at  \]A  per  cent,  interest,  on  the  Free  Libra- 
ries, &c.,  account. 
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The  Committee  experienced  considerable  difficulty  in  adapting  the 
premises  in  the  Wardwick  to  the  requirements  of  a  Public  Institution  ; 
but  on  the  20th  of  March,  1871,  they  had  the  gratification  of  being  able 
to  open  the  first  section  of  the  Institution,  namely,  the  News-room,  for 
the  use  of  the  public.  On  that  day  the  members  of  the  Corporation, 
together  with  the  representatives  of  the  press,  met  at  the  Free  Library 
premises  by  the  invitation  of  the  Mayor  (S.  W.  Cox,  Esq.),  and  after 
addresses  had  been  delivered  by  the  Mayor  and  Mr.  Councillor  Hobson 
(the  Chairman  of  the  Free  Library  Committee),  the  News-room  was  de- 
clared open  for  the  free  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Borough. 

Subsequently  two  other  rooms  were  appropriated  to  the  public — 
namely,  a  Reading-room  supplied  with  Magazines  and  Periodicals  only, 
and  a  Room  also  supplied  with  Magazines  and  Periodicals,  as  well  as 
with  several  daily  and  other  Newspapers,  set  apart  for  the  use  of  females 
only,  and  approached  by  a  separate  entrance. 

Upon  examining  the  Library,  the  Committee  found  that  although  it 
contained  a  large  number  of  works  of  a  very  high  order,  several  of  the 
more  popular  classes  of  literature  were  inadequately  represented,  remem- 
bering the  various  classes  of  the  readers  likely  to  use  the  Library.  The 
Committee  also  found  that  to  render  the  Reference  Department  really 
useful,  more  modern  Works  upon  subjects  of  Science,  already  treated 
upon  in  the  Library,  were  required.  These  deficiencies  the  Committee 
set  about  supplying,  and  with  the  munificent  and  generous  aid  of  many 
noblemen  and  gentlemen  connected  with  the  Town  and  County,  and 
whose  names  will  be  hereafter  mentioned,  they  were  able  to  add  to  the 
Libraries  several  thousand  volumes  of  carefully  selected  Works  in  every 
department. 

The  selection  of  these  Works,  together  with  the  entire  re-classification 
of  the  whole  Library,  and  the  preparation  and  publication  of  an  entirely 
new  Catalogue  of  the  Books,  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Committee 
and  of  the  Officers  employed  by  them,  and  delayed  the  opening  of  the 
Libraries  until  the  12th  October,  187 1.  The  Corporation  and  the 
Library  Committee  and  other  gentlemen  met  at  the  institution  at  three 
o'clock  on  that  day,  and  after  inspecting  the  whole  of  the  premises,  the 
Libraries  were  declared  open,  and  the  Mayor  (S.  W.  Cox,  Esq.),  after 
going  through  the  necessary  preliminaries,  was  the  first  to  take  a  book 
therefroni.  In  the  evening  the  Mayor  entertained  the  Members  of  the 
Corporation  and  the  Free  Library  Committee,  together  with  several 
other  gentlemen,  at  a  grand  banquet  in  honor  of  the  opening  of  the 
institution.  In  the  course  of  his  address  on  that  occasion  the  Mayor 
said  :  "  Every  man  requires  some  relaxation  after  his  day's  work,  and  if, 
by  the  establishment  of  this  Library,  the  working  classes  of  this  town 
can  be  induced  to  come  here  instead  of  going  to  the  alehouse,  it  will  be 
a  great  blessing  to  them  and  the  town  at  large,  and  I  do  not  think  the 
ratepayers  will  grudge  the  very  small  amount  allotted  for  them  to  pay 
towards  the  support  of  the  institution." 

In  returning  thanks   for   the   toast,   "The  Committee  of  the   Free 
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Library  and  success  to  the  institution,"  Mr.  Hobson,  as  Chairman  of 
the  Committee,  said :  "  I  cherish  the  hope  that  the  institution  of  a  Free 
Library  in  Derby  will  mark  an  important  epoch  in  the  history  of  this 
Borough.  The  institution  not  only  presents  counter  attractions  to  places 
of  a  directly  vicious  and  questionable  character,  but  it  is  destined  to  sti- 
mulate and  encourage  a  taste  for  reading  and  the  pursuit  of  literature,  than 
which  there  is  no  purer  or  more  enduring  human  pleasures.  The  Com- 
mittee hope  that  the  Library  may  be  the  means  of  self-education  to  very 
many  of  the  rising  generation  in  this  town ;  and  if  it  does  this  it  will 
accomplish  a  great  and  good  work,  and  we  may  all  wish  it  God  speed." 

Having  thus  briefly  traced  the  history  of  the  adoption  of  the  Free 
Libraries  Acts,  and  the  establishment  of  the  Institution  in  this  Borough, 
we  will  now  proceed  to  review  the  operations  of  that  Institution  since 
its  opening. 


THE  OPERATIONS  OF  THE  INSTITUTION, 


THE  READING  ROOMS. 


The  News-room,  as  before  stated,  was  thrown  open  to  the  public  on 
the  20th  of  March,  187 1.  The  reading  stands  and  tables  are  supplied 
with  the  following  daily  and  weekly  Papers  :  The  Times  (2  copies).  Stan- 
dard, Daily  Telegraph,  Daily  News,  Morning  Post,  Maiichester  Guardian, 
Nottingham  Daily  Express,  Birmingham  Morning  News,  Leeds  Mercury, 
Pall  Mall  Gazette,  Globe,  Spectator,  Saturday ^  Review,  Examiner,  Econo- 
mist, Field,  Gardenef^s  Chro?iicle,  Public  Opinion,  Beehive,  Derby  Mercury, 
(2  copies)  Derbyshire  Advertiser  (2  copies),  Derby  Reporter  (2  copies), 
Derby  Gazette,  Derbyshire  Chronicle,  Derbyshire  Times,  Derby  Telegraph, 
Derbyshire  Courier,  Railway  Service  Gazette,  Staffordshire  Advertiser, 
Lincoln  a?id  Stamford  Mercury. 

From  the  first  day  of  its  opening  the  Committee  have  noticed  with 
deep  regret  that  the  very  restricted  dimensions  of  this  Room  have  to  a 
great  extent  Umited  the  benefits  which  might  be  derived  from  its  use. 
The  Room  is  well  frequented  during  the  business  hours  of  every  day ; 
but  in  an  evening  it  is  no  unusual  occurrence  for  a  large  number  of 
would-be  readers  to  turn  from  the  doors  because  there  is  no  room  for 
them  inside. 

The  Reading  Room  for  Magazines  and  Periodicals  is  still  smaller, 
and  is  always  filled  with  readers. 

The  following  Periodicals  may  be  found  in  this  Room  :  Illustrated 
London  News,  Graphic,  Punch,  Judy,  Fun,  Builder,  English  Mechanic, 
Engineer,  AthencEum,  Once  a  Week,  Sunday  at  Home,  Leisure  Hour, 
Good  Words,  People's  Magazine,  Blackwood's  Magazine,  Macmillan's 
Magazine,  All  the  Year  Round,  Temple  Bar,  Cornhill  Magazine,  Quiver, 
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Chambers's  Jotmial,    Quarterly   Review,    Edinburgh    Review,   Popular 
Sciefice  Review,  Fortnightly  Review. 

The  Reading  Room  for  females  only  was  opened  entirely  as  an  expe- 
riment, the  Committee  believing  that  such  a  room  would  be  a  boon  to 
many  young  persons  employed  in  shops  and  elsewhere,  who  niight  be 
induced  thus  profitably  to  employ  their  leisure  hours  in  the  evening,  and 
the  Committee  are  gratified  to  find  that  their  expectations  in  this  respect 
have  been  realized  to  such  an  extent  as  to  justify  a  continuance  of  this 
arrangement. 

The  following  Papers,  &c.,  are  provided  for  this  Room  :  Times, 
Daily  News,  Leeds  Mercury,  Derby  Mercury,  Derbyshire  Advertiser, 
Derby  Reporter,  Illustrated  London  News,  Queen,  Argosy,  Young  Ladies' 
Journal,  Leisure  Hour,  Sunday  at  Home,  Good  Words,  &c.,  &c. 

Having  caused  the  numbers  to  be  taken  of  the  visitors  to  the  three 
Reading  Rooms  above  mentioned,  the  Committee  are  gratified  to  find 
that  notwithstanding  the  much  to  be  regretted  smallness  of  the  Rooms, 
there  are  upon  an  average  nearly  500  readers  per  day.  This  number 
the  Committee  believe  would  be  at  least  doubled  if  adequate  accommo- 
dation were  provided. 

THE  LIBRARIES. 

As  before  stated,  the  Libraries  were  opened  on  the  20th  October, 
187 1.  The  Lending  Department  now  comprises  8,625  volumes,  which 
are  arranged  in  various  classes,  as  shewn  in  table  No.  i.  Of  this 
number  between  3,000  and  4,000  volumes  have  been  presented,  or  have 
been  purchased  out  of  the  many  exceedingly  liberal  donations  in  money 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee  for  that  purpose,  since  the 
transfer  of  the  Town  and  County  Library.  By  reason  of  these  dona- 
tions and  the  very  advantageous  terms  upon  which  the  Committee 
became  possessed  of  the  Town  and  County  Library,  they  have  been 
enabled  to  commence  with  a  Library  superior  to  that  possessed  by  any 
town  of  equal  size  in  the  kingdom  ;  and  they  earnestly  desire  to 
acknowledge  the  liberality  of  those  donors,  especially  that  of  the  senior 
member  for  the  Borough,  M.  T.  Bass,  Esq.,  who,  entirely  unsolicited, 
authorized  the  Committee  to  select  Books  for  presentation  by  him  to  the 
amount  of  nearly  £400. 

This  Department  is  unusually  rich  in  the  possession  of  Works  of 
History,  Travels,  and  Biography  ;  but  it  greatly  needs  additional  copies 
of  our  most  popular  writers  of  Fiction,  such  as  Dickens,  Thackeray, 
and  other  similar  authors,  and  of  general  Literature,  such  as  the  Leisure 
Hour,  Sunday  at  Home,  Good  Words,  d^c,  for  which  there  is  a  constant 
demand,  it  being  an  exceptional  case  when  a  single  volume  of  any  of 
these  Works  is  to  be  found  on  the  shelves. 

In  consequence  of  the  very  large  amount  of  binding  and  repairs  found 
to  be  necessary  during  the  year,  the  Committee  have  been  unable 
to  appropriate  that  amount  of  the  income  for  the  purchase  of  new  Books 
which  they  desired,  and  which  they  hope  to  do  in  future  years. 
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The  first  closing  of  the  Lending  Department  for  the  annual  stock- 
taking and  repairing  of  the  Books  took  place  from  the  ist  of  July  to  the 
1 9th  of  August  last.  The  Committee  regret  to  observe  that  considerable 
unnecessary  trouble  was  caused  to  the  officials  owing  to  many  readers 
neglecting  at  that  time  to  return  the  Books  in  their  possession  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Rules  ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  they  were  glad  to  find 
very  few  instances  of  undue  injury  to  the  Books,  and  that  only  a  few 
volumes  were  missing,  in  most  of  which  latter  cases  the  reader  had 
removed  from  the  town,  leaving  the  Book  in  the  care  of  some  friend 
who  had  neglected  to  return  it  to  the  Library,  The  Committee  have 
only  found  it  necessary  to  apply  to  guarantors  in  a  few  instances,  and  to 
forfeit  but  one  reader's  ticket  for  misconduct  in  the  use  of  the  Library. 

With  a  view  to  affording  the  Librarian  and  his  assistants  an  oppor- 
tunity for  re-laxation  from  their  duties,  which  confine  them  to  the 
Library  until  after  nine  o'clock  every  night,  as  well  as  to  facilitate  the 
re-arrangement,  &c.,  of  the  Books,  the  Committee  have  during  the  last 
six  months  closed  the  Lending  Department  at  one  o'clock  every  Wed- 
nesday afternoon  for  the  remainder  of  the  day.  This  practice  the 
Committee  propose  to  continue. 

This  Department  has  been  open  2483^  days,  and  the  total  number  of 
volumes  issued  in  the  various-  classes,  as  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  the 
annexed  table.  No.  2,  is  89,950,  being  a  daily  average  of  more  than  363. 
This  average  is  an  unusually  high  one  as  compared  with  the  issues  in 
comparison  to  the  population  in  other  towns  where  Free  Libraries  are 
in  operation. 

4,161  borrowers'  tickets  have  been  issued,  2,682  being  to  males  and 
1,479  to  females;  and  of  those  tickets  384  have  been  surrendered  or 
have  been  cancelled,  in  accordance  with  the  Rules,  in  consequence  of 
the  non-continuance  of  the  use  of  the  Library,  or  of  the  holders  leaving 
the  town.  The  Committee  are  gratified  to  find  that  the  readers  com- 
prise all  classes  of  society  and  persons  of  nearly  every  occupation.  As 
was  anticipated,  a  large  majority  of  the  readers  are  young  persons,  a 
considerable  number  of  them  being  of  the  better  educated  labouring 
classes. 

1,621  catalogues  have  been  sold,  and  the  sum  of  .€29  i6s.  8d.  has 
been  received  as  fines  for  detention,  &c.,  of  Books. 

THE  REFERENCE  DEPARTMENT. 


Received  the  special  attention  of  the  Committee  as  soon  as  they  under- 
took the  management  of  the  Institution,  and  through  the  Hberality  of 
the  noblemen  and  gentlemen  whose  names  will  be  found  annexed  as 
donors,  the  Committee  have  been  able  to  add  to  this  Department  many 
works  of  great  value,  and  of  both  local  and  general  interest.  Although 
it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  contents  of  this  Department  are  not  better 
known  and  made  greater  use  of,  still  a  considerable  number  of  persons 
have  consulted  the  Works    contained  therein,  as  will  be  observed  upon 
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reference  to  table  No.  4.  The  Reference  Department  comprises  4,060 
volumes,  divided  into  classes  as  per  table  No.  3. 

The  Committee,  feeling  that  this  Department  ought  to  include  a 
thoroughly  complete  collection  of  Topographical  and  other  Works, 
Pamphlets,  Manuscripts,  Prints,  Maps,  &c.,  connected  with  the  town 
and  county,  some  of  which  are  rarely  met  with  and  can  seldom  be 
purchased,  earnestly  hope  that  gentlemen  having  spare  copies  of  such 
Works,  &c.,  may  be  induced  to  present  them  to  the  Institution,  where 
the  Committee  will  be  happy  to  make  arrangements  for  their  reception 
and  preservation. 

The  Committee  having  accepted  a  complete  set  of  the  copies  of 
Specifications  of  Patents,  have  had  them  suitably  bound  at  very  con- 
siderable cost,  and  have  caused  them  to  be  arranged  in  a  room  set  apart 
for  that  purpose,  where  they  can  be  conveniently  consulted  at  any  time. 
There  are  882  volumes  of  Specifications,  31  volumes  of  Abridgements, 
and  66  volumes  of  Indexes,  making  a  total  of  979  volumes. 

Although  it  may  be  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  possession  of  these 
Specifications  is  not  yet  generally  known,  still  the  Committee  are  bound 
to  admit  that  the  extent  to  which  this  branch  of  the  Institution  has  been 
made  use  of  does  not  at  all  compensate  them  for  the  cost  they  have 
gone  to  in  acquiring  them. 

THE  MUSEUM.  " 

With  the  exception  of  a  very  partial  re-arrangement  of  the  objects  and 
specimens  contained  in  this  Department,  the  Committee  are  quite  in- 
capable of  extending  the  benefits  which  might  be  derived  from  its  use 
owing  to  the  want  of  space  for  the  exhibition  of  those  specimens.  The 
Institution  is  possessed  of  a  vast  amount  of  interesting  and  instructive 
materials,  which,  if  properly  arranged  and  exhibited  in  suitable  premises, 
it  is  believed  would  form  a  collection  equal  if  not  superior  to  that  con- 
tained in  any  public  Museum  in  the  provinces.  The  Committee 
earnestly  hope  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  the  advantages  to  be 
derived  from  such  a  valuable  collection  will  be  within  reach  of  the 
inhabitants  of  this  Borough. 


GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS. 


The  Committee  earnestly  desire  to  impress  upon  the  Town  Council 
the  urgent  necessity  for  providing  premises  adequate  to  the  needs  of  this 
important  public  Institution.  They  desire  to  instance  such  towns  as 
Leicester,  where  the  Corporation  have  purchased  for  the  purposes  of  a 
Free  Library  and  Reading  Room  commodious  and  excellently  adapted 
premises  at  a  cost  of  between  =€3,000  and  €4,000  ;  Birmingham,  where 
the  Corporation  have  spent  nearly  £30,000  in  providing  a  similar 
Institution  ;  Manchester,  Liverpool,  and  many  other  towns  where  the 
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Town  Council  have  been  eqnally  liberal.  The  Institution,  having 
already  secured  for  itself  the  appreciation  of  a  large  proportion  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Borough,  may,  to  the  extent  of  its  opportunities,  be 
pronounced  a  great  success,  and  with  the  required  increased  accommo- 
dation the  Committee  believe  that  it  will  become  an  honour  to  the  town 
and  a  boon  to  thousands  of  its  inhabitants. 

The  Committee  have  already  reported  to  the  Council  the  receipt  from 
T.  W.  Evans,  Esq.,  of  the  munificent  donation  of  Five  Hundred  Pounds, 
as  also  from  J.  G.  Crompton,  Esq.,  and  C.  E.  Newton,  Esq.,  each  the 
sum  of  One  Hundred  Pounds,  to  be  applied  towards  the  extension  of 
the  Institution.  These  very  liberal  gifts  have  been  deposited  in  the  Bank 
as  the  nucleus  of  a  Fund  which  the  Committee  believe  could  be  augmen- 
ted to  a  very  considerable  amount  for  the  purpose  of  providing  more 
commodious  premises. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  Dr.  Goode  and  C.  A. 
Greaves,  Esq.,  M.D.,  for  their  valuable  assistance  in  examining  the  very 
large  number  of  Medical  Works  contained  in  the  Reference  Library  for 
the  purpose  of  expunging  such  of  them  as  have  become  useless. 

In  concluding  this  Report,  the  Committee  desires  to  pay  a  tribute  of 
respect  to  the  memory  of  two  of  its  most  active  members,  whom  death 
has  removed  from  their  midst  during  the  past  few  months,  namely,  Mr. 
Alderman  Madeley  and  Mr.  Councillor  F.  J.  Forman.  Both  these 
gentlemen  evinced  the  warmest  interest  in  the  prosperity  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  by  that  interest  and  their  sound  judgment  in  no  small  degree 
contributed  to  the  present  satisfactory  position  of  the  Institution. 

The  Committee  desire  to  record  their  sense  of  the  very  able  assistance 
they  have  received  from  Mr.  Edwin  Pratt,  the  Chamberlain  of  the  Cor. 
poration,  in  preparing  and  fitting  up  the  building  for  the  use  of  the  Free 
Libraries  and  Reading  Rooms,  in  framing  Rules  and  Regulations  for 
the  government  of  the  Institution,  and  in  generally  superintending  the 
arrangements  essential  to  its  successful  operation,  and  to  securing  the 
comfort  and  convenience  of  the  public.  The  warmest  thanks  of  the 
Committee  are  unanimously  accorded  to  Mr.  Pratt  for  his  valuable 
services.

A  few  books  have  been  damaged  or  lost  whilst  m  the  possession  ot 
readers,  nearly  all  of  which,  however,  have  been  paid  for  or  replaced 
with  new  copies  by  the  borrowers  or  their  guarantors. 

The  Reading  Rooms  are  crowded  every  evening,  and  are  as  great  a 
success  as  the  present  premises  will  allow.  The  Committee  believe 
that  when  ample  accommodation  is  provided  this  department  of  the 
institution  will  be  a  most  important  one,  and  will  be  the  means  of 
alluring  hundreds  of  men  of  all  ages  from  spending  their  evenings  at 
places  of  questionable  resort. 

In  their  last  year's  Report  the  Committee  announced,  as  an  experi- 
ment the  opening  of  a  separate  Reading  Room  for  females.  The  large 
extent  to  which  persons  have  availed  themselves  of  this  room  evinces 
the  desirabiUty  of  providing  such  accommodation,  but  the  Committee 
regret  excedingly  to  find  that  the  privilege  has  been  abused  to  such  a 
degree  by  some  unprincipled  individuals  purloining,  &c.,  newspapers 
and  periodicals,  that  they  are  under  the  painful  necessity  of  closing  the 
room  However,  for  the  convenience  of  those  who  desire  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  legitimate  use  of  the  papers,  &c.,  hitherto  provided, 
the  Committee  propose  in  future  to  place  them  upon  the  tables  of  the 
Reference  Library  Reading  Room,  where  they  will  be  under  the  imme- 
diate surveillance  of  the  Librarian  and  his  assistants.  V    J    • 

A  small  section  of  the  Museum  has  been  open  to  the  public  dunng 
the  past  year,  and  notwithstanding  its  present  imperfect  and  mconvement 
arrangement,  it  has  been  visited  by  no  fewer  than  12,200  persons.  _  With 
reference  to  this  department  of  the  Institution,  the  Committee  reiterate 
their  former  expressions  of  regret,  that  the  space  at  their  disposal  m  the 
present  premises,  renders  it  utterly  impossible  to  exhibit  the  valuable 
and  interesting  collection  already  in  their,  possession. 

The  Committee  have  recently  lost  the  services  of  their  most  res- 


nected  Librarian  and  Curator,   Mr.  Croall,  who  has  ob  amed  a  more 
lucrative  appointment  in  connexion  with  the  new  "  Smith  Institute,    at 


-- ...^ Smith  Institute,"  at 

Stirling  Mn  CroalT  and  hirflmUy  leave  the  Institution  with  the  best 
wishes  of  this  Committee  for  their  future  welfare.  Upon  receiving  Mr. 
Croall's  resignation  the  Committee  immediately  advertised  for  his  suc- 
cessor, and  determined  to  increase  the  salary  from  ^75  to  ^100  per 
annum,  with  house,  coals,  gas,  &c.  .      ■         r      ^r,  •  f 

The  Committee  received  ninety-four  applications  for  the  appoint- 
ment, which  number,  after  several  meetings,  was  ultimately  reduced  to 


5 

three,  who  were  invited  to  attend  the  Committee.  Two  of  this  number 
attended  the  Committee  on  the  9th  of  October,  and  on  that  day  Mr 
Thomas  Heath,  Librarian  of  the  Upperthorpe  Branch  of  the  Sheffield 
Free  Libraries,  was  appointed  principal  Librarian  and  Curator  of  the 
Free  Library  and  Museum  of  this  Borough,  and  is  expected  to  enter 
upon  his  duties  about  the  middle  of  November.  The  removal  of  Mr 
CToall's  family  from  Derby  necessitated  other  minor  changes  in  the 
working  staff  of  the  Institution,  which  have  been  effected  to  the  satisfac 
tion  of  the  Committee. 

Before  closing  this  Report  the  Committee  desire  to  express  their 
sense  of  the  munificent  liberality  of  M.  T.  Bass,  Esq.,  M.P.,  in  his  offer 
to  erect  new  premises  for  this  Institution. 

The  Committee  have  had  conferences  with  the  Special  Committee 
of  the  Corporation  with  respect  to  the  site  for  the  new  premises,  and 
they  trust  that  the  negociations  now  going  on  with  reference  thereto 
may  speedily  terminate  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and  to  the  furtherance 
of  the  interests  of  the  Institution, 

The  Committee  beg  to  append  the  following  Tables,  showing  the 
number  of  volumes  now  in  the  Library,  and  their  classification,  and  the 
number  of  issues,  &c.,  during  the  year,— and  also  an  abstract  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditure  on  account  of  the  Institution.

AT  the  termination  of  the  third  year's  operations  of  the  Free

funds  at  their  disposal,  they  have  difficulty  in  supplying  the 
demands  of  the  readers.  The  presentation  of  suitable  works  lor 
this  department  from  donors  who,  having  read  them,  cannot 
conveniently  find  room  for  the  volumes  upon  their  own  shelves, 
would  be  much  appreciated. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  Lending  Library  during  the  past 
year  Kit  volumes,  exclusive  of  the  volumes  of  magazines  and 
periodicals.  This  addition  includes  gifts  of  books  from  the 
Trustees  of  the  late  Mr.  J.  P.  Catlow,  the  Trustees  of  the  late 
Joshua  Watson,  Rev.  H.  Ollard,  F.S.A.,  Mr.  J.  G.  Cordory, 
Mrs.  Cursham,  and  the  Cobden  Club.  A  very  handsome 
present  of  books  has  also  been  given  by  the  Mayor  (George 
Wheeldon,  Esq.),  some  of  which,  being  of  considerable  value, 
will  be  placed  in  the  Reference  Department. 

The  few  volumes  which  have  been  lost  or  damaged  whilst  in 
the  possession  of  readers  have  in  almost  every  instance  been 
paid  for  by  the  readers. 

The  average  number  of  Readers'  Tickets  in  force  is  nearly 
4,000. 

The  Reference  Library  has  not  been  used  to  the  extent  which 
the  Committee  might  have  anticipated.  They  believe,  however, 
that  when  adequate  accommodation  for  readers  is  provided, 
the  very  valuable  contents  of  this  department  will  become  better  - 
known  to  the  public,  and  that  they  will  more  extensively  avail 
themselves  of  its  use. 

The  Reading  Rooms  continue  to  be  crowded  every  evening, 
at  which  time  it  is  no  uncommon  occurrence  to  see  numbers  oi 
would-be  readers  turn  from  the  doors  because  of  the  want  ot 
accommodation.  The  Cbmmittee  regret  very  much_  that  this 
should  be  the  case,  feeling  that  this  department  of  the  institution 
is  of  paramount  importance,  as  affording  opportunities  for  mental 
recreation  in  contrast  with  places  of  questionable  resort. 

Although  the  present  premises  only  admit  of  a  very  small 
portion  of  the  Museum  being  exhibited,  and  that  too  m  a  very 
disorganized  and  inconvenient  manner,  the  number  of  visitors  to 
this  department  during  the  past  year  has  been  very  considerable. 
In  view  of  the  erection  of  the  proposed  new  premises,  a  Sub- 
Committee  has  been  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a 
more  complete  illustration  of  the  fauna,  flora,  and  geology,  &c 
of  the  county.  As  such  a  collection  would  be  of  the  highest 
value  and  interest  to  students,  as  well  as  to  visitors  generally, 
the  Committee  hope  to  have  the  assistance,  by  the  presentation 


of  specimens  and  otherwise,  of  all  who  feel  an  interest  in  the 
subject. 

The  Corporation,  after  the  fullest  consideration,  having  finally 
decided  to  purchase  the  premises  at  present  occupied  as  the 
Free  Library  and  Museum,  and  to  appropriate  them  to  the 
purposes  of  the  intended  new  buildings  to  be  erected  by  the 
munificence  of  Mr.  Bass,  M.R  ;  and  the  Free  Library  Committee 
and  the  Estates  Committee  having  been  jointly  empowered 
to  procure  plans  and  estimates  so  soon  as  the  sanction  of  the 
Lords  of  the  Treasury  has  been  obtained  to  the  proposed  appro- 
priation, the  Committee  hope  very  shortly  to  be  in  a  position  to 
congratulate  the  inhabitants  of  the  Borough  upon  the  actual 
commencement  of  a  structure  which  will  not  only  be  adequate 
to  the  requirements  of  the  Borough,  but  will  also  be  one  of  its 
principal  attractions.

T  N  presenting  their  Fourth  Annual  Report,  the  Committee 
1  have  the  gratification  of  caHing  attention  to  the  extended 
operations  of  the  institution,— a  progress  which  the  Committee 
beheve  to  be  almost  unprecedented  in  the  history  of  any  similar 
institution  in  the  kingdom. 

P°P"!^^^t>^  «^  the  Library  may  be  inferred 
trom  the  fact  of  there  being  a  total  increase  of  33,41  c  vols  issued 
as  compared  with  last  year,  and  of  56,632  vols,  as  compared  with 
i«73  ;  the  aggregate  number  of  volumes  issued  in  the  Lendin- 
Department  during  the  past  year  being  no  fewer  than  146,017.  ""

It  is  equally  gratifying  to  the  Committee  to  observe  that  of 
this  large  increase  only  1908  vols,  were  in  the  class  of  Fiction 
the  remaining  31,507  vols,  comprising  History,  Philosophy,  Arts' 
Der^onf  ^^^^^^^>:^  ^^-  ^  ^^^t  corroborating  the  tesdmony  of 
persons  experienced  in  Free  Libraries,  that  a  taste  for  the  reading

of  fiction  resolves  itself  into  a  study  of  the  higher  branches  of 
literature. 

The  Committee  find  their  supply  of  books  very  inadequate 
to  the  demand,  and  the  constant  wear  and  tear  of  them  has 
necessitated  a  very  large  expenditure  in  binding  and  repairs. 

The  additions  to  the  Library  during  the  year  include  a  gift 
of  a  very  valuable  pair  of  globes  from  the  Mayor,  GEORGE 
Holme,  Esq.,  and  presents  of  books  from  Mrs.  NiSCON,  Rev. 
W.  N.  MOLESWORTH,  Mr.  W.  Pike,  and  the  Cobden  Club,  for 
which  the  Committee  tender  their  thanks. 

The  Committee,  feeling  the  incompleteness  of  the  Reference 
Library  without  a  printed  catalogue,  have  caused  the  books  to 
be  re-arranged  and  a  catalogue  to  be  compiled  by  the  Librarian. 
This  catalogue  is  arranged  in  a  very  convenient  form,  and  printed 
copies  of  it  are  being  sold  at  sixpence  each.  Before  compiling 
the  catalogue  926  vols,  of  obsolete  works  were  withdrawn  from 
the  shelves,  and  19  vols,  of  valuable  works  were  added.  As  a 
proof  of  the  utility  of  this  catalogue,  the  issues  in  the  Reference 
Department  have,  since  its  pubUcation  in  June  last,  been  1345 
volumes,  as  against  826  during  the  corresponding  period  of  last 
year. 

The  Committee  regret  that,  owing  to  the  miserably  inade- 
quate accommodation  which  the  Reference  Reading  Room  af- 
fords, large  numbers  of  would-be  readers  turn  from  the  doors ; 
but  it  is  believed  that  when  suitable  accommodation  is  provided, 
many  who  are  now  deterred  from  even  entering  the  Room  will 
avail  themselves  of  the  opportunities  which  this  department  will 
offer  for  study  and  instruction.  To  this  circumstance,  together 
with  the  want  of  better  accommodation  in  the  News  Rooms,  it 
is  that  the  Committee  are  prevented  from  reporting  one  of  the 
most  complete  successes  achieved  over  any  kindred  institution  ; 
and  it  is  a  constant  reminder  of  the  need  of  expediting  the 
erection  of  the  new  premises. 

To  the  Museum  some  important  additions  have  been  made 
—notably,  the  donation  of  J.  T.  WOODHOUSE,  Esq.,  Mining 
Engineer,  comprising  a  very  large  and  complete  collection  of 
Fossils  and  Minerals  of  great  value  and  interest.  This  collection 
represents  the  researches  and  accumulations  of  the  life-time  of  a 
devotee  of  science  who  has  availed  himself  of  exceptional  oppor- 
tunities. Some  useful  cases  in  which  the  collection  is  contained 
form  part  of  the  gift.       Presents  have  also  been  received  from

Dr.  Ogle,  Derby;  J.  Harrison,  Esq.,  Coalville ;  Mr.  R  Pratt, 
Derby ;  and  Mr.  COURTNEY. 

One  of  the  most  important  additions  which  could  be  made 
to  the  Museum,  is  that  of  Pleistocene  Mammalia,  from  Derby- 
shire caves,  the  result  of  the  indefatigable  research  and  investi- 
gations of  the  Curator  and  Librarian,  Mr.  Heath,  carried  on  for 
some  months  past,  conjointly  with  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Mello,  M.A., 
F.G.S. 

Mr.  Heath  has  made  discoveries  of  the  greatest  interest, 
not  only  in  connexion  with  our  own  county,  but  to  the  country 
in  general.  This  collection  is  being  prepared  and  arranged,  and 
will  form  a  valuable  addition  to  the  objects  the  Museum  already 
contains.  RooKE  Pennington,  Esq.,  has  also  promised  a  col- 
lection of  Pleistocene  Mammalia,  from  Derbyshire  caves. 

In  reference  to  the  expenditure  for  the  past  year,  the 
Committee  commenced  with  an  overdrawn  account  of  £^2  ^s., 
owing  to  their  having  had  to  discharge  some  unpresented  claims 
against  the  former  Proprietors  of  the  Town  and  County  Library 
in  the  previous  year. 

There  has  been  an  unusually  large  expenditure  in  binding 
and  repairing  books  this  year,  owing  to  the  increased  circulation, 
and  there  has  also  been  the  exceptional  expense  of  printing  the 
Reference  Catalogue.  The  Committee  however  have  the  satis- 
faction of  stating,  that  by  reason  of  one-half  the  Library  rate 
being  made  on  the  basis  of  the  new  assessment,  they  have  been 
able  to  meet  these  expenses,  and  to  reduce  the  overdrawn  balance 
to  ^17  2S.  2d. 

In  concluding  their  Report  the  Committee  desire  to  express 
their  sorrow  and  regret  at  the  loss  of  one  of  their  members,  owin^ 
to  the  death  of  the  Rev.  H.  Ollard,  RS.A.  This  gentleman 
had  been  a  member  of  the  Committee  from  the  formation  of  the 
Institution,  and  had  on  all  occasions  evinced  a  lively  interest  in 
its  success.

The  exceedingly  successful  ceremony  of  laying  the  First  Stone  of  the  new  build- 
ings by  Mr.  Bass,  M.P.,  the  donor,  on  the  25th  of  last  month,  is  an  event  long  to 
be'remembered  in  the  annals  of  the  town,  and  the  extraordinary  interest  evmced 
by  all  classes  in  those  proceedings  augurs  most  favourably  for  the  popularity  of  the 
Institution  under  the  auspices  of  the  larger  and  more  convenient  premises. 

The  laying  of  the  First  Stone  was  happily  chosen  by  the  Mayor  as  the  event  of 
his  year  'of  office,  and  the  magnificent  entertainment  provided  by  him  on  that 
occasion  will  be  held  in  grateful  recollection  not  only  by  the  present  generation, 
but  also  by  those  of  the  future.  The  Mayor's  liberality,  however,  was  not  confined 
to  the  entertainment  referred  to,  for,  in  addition,  he  has  signified  his  mtention  of 
subscribing  the  handsome  sum  of  ^100  towards  the  cost  of  the  Fittings  of  the 
new  premises. 

As  soon  as  the  Committee  found  that  the  erection  of  the  new  buildings  upon 
the  Wardwick  site  was  a  matter  of  certainty,  they  commenced  their  enquiries  for 
temporary  premises  for  the  Institution.  In  this  they  met  with  considerable  diffi- 
culty and  disappointment,  but  ultimately  were  successful  in  securing  the  lower 
room  at  the  old  Grammar  School,  in  St.  Peter's  Church-yard. 

To  adapt  these  premises  to  the  reqairements  of  the  Institution  extensive  altera- 
tions and  repairs  were  necessar>-,  but  these  having  been  carried  out,  the  Lending 
and  Reference  Libraries  have  been  most  conveniently  arranged  there,  and  have 
been  for  some  time  past  accessible  to  the  public. 

The  General  News  Room  must,  of  necessity,  be  dispensed  with  during  the  occu- 
pation of  these  temporary  premises,  but  greatly  improved  accommodation  has  been 
provided  for  the  readers  in  the  Reference  Department,  and  it  aftords  the  Commit- 
mitte  the  greatest  satisfaction  to  find  that  the  number  of  readers  in  ths  department 
has  already  increased  in  proportion  to  the  more  extended  accommodation  provided, 
and  the  Committee  view  this  circumstance  as  a  bright  augury  for  the  usefulness 
and  success  of  this,  in  their  opinion,  the  most  legitimate  branch  of  the  Institution, 
under  the  superior  advantages  and  accommodation  which  the  new  premises  will 
afford. 

The  cost  of  adapting  the  temporary  premises  and  of  the  removal  of  the  Library 
and  Museum  has  been  very  considerable,  and  will  necessarily  cripple  the  Institu- 
tion for  a  while  and  absorb  what  would  otherwise  have  been  expended  m  the 
purchase  of  new  Books. 

The  removal  of  the  Institution  necessitated  the  closing  of  the  Lending  Library 
for  a  considerable  portion  of  the  year,  and  might  have  been  expected  seriously  to 
impede  the  operations  in  this  department,  but  the  Committee  are  gratified  to  find, 
as  may  be  seen  on  reference  to  the  Comparative  Table,  No.  3  (annexed)  that  the 
average  daily  issues  have,  on  the  contrary,  been  greatly  in  excess  of  any  previous 
year,  and  are  nearly  double  those  of  the  first  two  years  of  the  existence  of  the 
Institution. 

Last  vear  the  Committee  congratulated  your  Council  upon  the  increased  demand 
for  the  higher  classes  of  literature,  but  during  the  past  year  this  improved  taste  for 
reading  has  been  manifested  to  a  remarkable  degree,  as  will  be  observed  on  refer- 
ence to  Table  3.     This  fact  is  verv  encouraging  to  the  Committee  as  an  evidence 


that  the  Institution  is  steadily  settling  down  to  the  usefulness  which  the  promoters 
expected  of  it. 

The  whole  of  the  objects  in  the  Museum  have  been  carefully  packed  and 
removed  to  suitable  premises  secured  for  their  temporary  reception.  It  will  be 
impracticable,  however,  to  exhibit  these  objects  to  the  public  until  they  are  arranged 
and  displayed  in  the  new  building;  but  in  the  mean  time  the  Curator  proposes  to 
devote  attention  to  their  restoration,  and  to  the  replenishment  of  such  sections  of 
the  Museum  as  are  most  inadequately  represented. 

Some  further  very  interesting  and  valuable  objects  have  been  added  to  the 
Museum  through  the  researches  of  the  Rev.  J,  M.  Mello,  M.A.,  F.R.S.,  and  the 
Curator,  Mr.  Heath,  amongst  the  caves  of  this  county.  These  objects  will,  when 
arranged,  form  one  of  the  most  valuable  and  complete  collections  of  the  kind  in 
this  countr)-'. 

The  Committee  had  a  balance  of  ^it8  8s.  4d.  in  the  banker's  hands  on  the 
29th  September,  but  there  are  outstanding  accounts,  principally  for  work  at  the 
temporary  premises,  for  about  the  amount  of  this  balance. 

In  concluding  their  report  the  Committee  have  again  to  express  their  regret  (as 
m  each  preceding  year)  at  the  death  of  one  of  their  members.  Mr.  Beswick  had 
been  a  member  of  the  Committee  from  the  formation  of  the  Institution,  and  mani- 
fested considerable  interest  in  its  operations.

For  the  Year  ending  29/A  September^   ^^77- 


THE  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  their  Sixth  Annual 
Report  upon  the  operations  of  the  Institution  during  the  year 
which  has  just  closed,  and  in  giving  therewith  the  usual  statistical  infor- 
mation, and  a  statement  of  the  accounts  during  that  period. 

The  work  of  the  Institution  is  still  carried  on  in  the  premises,  St. 
Peter's  Church  Yard,  temporarily  fitted  up  for  that  purpose,  pending 
the  completion  of  the  new  buildings  in  the  Wardwick. 

Contrary  to  expectation,  the  daily  average  issues  from  the  Lending 
Library,  open  259  days  during  the  year,  have  been  almost  as  numerous 
as  before  the  removal  to  the  temporary  premises,  the  total  volumes  issued 
being  162,580,  and  the  daily  average  627  vols.,  as  against  639  last  year. 

On  reference  to  the  accompanying  Statistical  Table  No.  2,  it  will  be 

observed  that  the  growing  demand  for  the  higher  classes  of  literature, 

upon  which  circumstance  the  Committee  congratulated  the  Council  last 
year, — has  been  fully  maintained. 

^  The  greater  facilities  for  access  to  the  Reference  Library,  provided 
in  lieu  of  a  News  Room  in  the  temporary  premises,  as  mentioned  in  last 
year's  Report,  have  resulted  in  an  increased  use  of  that  Department  to  a  re- 
markable extent,  the  issues  being  21,935  this  year,  as  against  4971  in  1876. 
The  present  accommodation,  however,  is  totally  inadequate,  and  the 
Committee  are  encouraged  to  anticipate  that  in  the  new  premises  the  use 
made  of  the  Reference  Library  will  justify  their  giving  that  branch  of 
the  Institution  their  first  consideration. 

The  "  turn  over," — that  is  to  say,  the  average  number  of  times  each 
book  in  the  Library  has  been  issued  during  the  year,  viz.,  16  ~  is,  it  is 
believed,  one  of  the  largest  in  the  kingdom,  and  suggests  the  necessity  of 
a  very  considerable  addition  to  the  book  stock  of  the  Institution. 

During  the  year  a  thorough  repair  of  the  books  has  been  made,  and 
the  stock  is  now  in  excellent  condition.  Many  of  the  most  popular  stan- 
dard works  however  require  to  be  replaced  by  new  copies. 

Owing  to  the  unusually  large  expenditure  in  rebinding  and  in 
fitting  up  the  temporary  premises,  and  removing  the  property  of  the  In- 
stitution thereto,  the  Committee  have  been  unable  to  purchase  as  many 


m 


new  books  for  the  Lending  Department  as  they  could  have  desired,  but 
they  have  added  several  works  of  great  value  to  the  Reference  Library. 

The  Committee,  this  year,  have  the  pleasure  of  acknowledging  the  pre- 
sentation of  many  valuable  books  to  the  Institution,— notably  a  copy  of 
a  national  work  of  great  interest  from  the  Emperor  of  Austria,  very  few 
copies  of  which  are  to  be  found  in  this  country.  A  list  of  these  presenta- 
tions is  annexed  to  this  Report.  The  Mayor,  (W.  Higginbottom,  Esq.,) 
has  also  most  kindly  signified  his  intention  to  present  some  very  useful 
works  for  the  Reference  Library. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  districts  incorporated  with  the  Borough  under 
the  Extension  Act  of  last  Session  of  Parliament,  having  now  a  right  to 
the  use  of  the  Institution,  the  Committee  propose  immediately  to  procure 
further  duplicate  copies  of  many  of  the  best  standard  works  in  the  Library. 
They  fear,  however,  that  the  present  temporary  arrangements  will  be 
found  very  inadequate  and  inconvenient  for  the  increased  demands  which 
will  probably  be  made  on  their  resources. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  by  the  Curator  during  the  past 
twelve  months  in  re-arranging  and  classifying  the  contents  of  the  Museum, 
in  anticipation  of  the  time  when  the  objects  will  be  displayed  in  the  new 
premises.  This  work  will  be  continued,  as  opportunity  affords,  through 
the  ensuing  year. 

Since  presenting  their  last  Report  the  Committee  have  acquired 
three  very  rare  and  valuable  collections  for  this  branch  of  the  Institution, 
one  being  the  well  known  "  Brown's"  Collection  of  British  Coleoptera  ; 
another  the  Ethnological  Collection  from  Thor's  Cave,  and  the  third  a 
most  valuable  collection  of  Derbyshire  Mountain  Limestone  Fossils. 
The  first  mentioned  collection  was  purchased  in  London  at  a  cost  of 
.;^33  iss.  6d.  With  a  liberality  which  two  of  those  gentlemen  have  on 
previous  occasions  extended  to  the  Institution,  the  Committee  have  been 
assisted  in  the  purchase  of  this  collection  by  contributions  of  ii"io  from 
T.  W.  Evans,  Esq.,  M.P.,  £s  ^^^^  C.  E.  Newton,  Esq.,  and  £2  2s.  od. 
from  Sir  Tonman  Mosley,  Bart  ;  consequently  the  cost  to  the  Institution 
of  the  whole  collection  is  reduced  to  ;^i6  13^-.  6d.  The  second  collection 
is  the  gift  of  the  Trustees  of  the  late  Edward  Brown,  Esq.,  of  Burton- 
on-Trent.     The  third  was  purchased  at  a  cost  of  ;^25. 

During  the  year  the  Committee  have  also  acquired  large  and  impor- 
tant additions  to  the  Ethnological  and  Pleistocene  Collections  from  the 
Cresswell  explorations  referred  to  in  previous  Reports.  Towards  the 
expense  of  those  explorations  they  are  indebted  to  the  liberality  of  the 
following  donors,  viz.,  John  Turner,  Esq.,  Ex-Mayor,  J. P.,  ^10,  C.  E.  New- 
ton, Esq.,  ^5,  and  Mr.  Alderman  Longdon,  J. P.,  £S' 

One  other  important  addition  to  the  Museum  is  specially  worthy  of  no- 
tice, namely,  a  remarkably  fine  specimen  of  the  Ichthyosaurus  Comniunis 
(upwards  of  8  ft.  in  length),  the  gift  of  Henry  Ellis,  Esq.  of  Leicester. 

It  is  the  pleasing  duty  of  the  Committee  to  acknowledge  the  further 
great  liberality  of  Mr.  Alderman  Barber,  who  has  on  previous  occasions 
manifested,  in  a  substantial  manner,  his  interest  in  the  institution.  During 
the  past  year  Mr.  Barber  has  handed  a  cheque  for  ^300  to  the  Comniit- 
tee.  At  the  donor's  suggestion  £1 16  2s.  6d.  of  this  sum  has  been  applied 
in  purchasing  the  magnificent  collection  of  Photographs  of  Assyrian  and 
Egyptian  Antiquities,  &c.,  in  the  British  Museum.  This  collection,  which 
comprises  in  all  929  photographs  of  the  greatest  beauty  and  interest,  is 
possessed  by  very  few  towns  in  the  kingdom.    The  balance  of  Mr.  Barber's

cheque  has  been  paid  to  the  credit  of  the  account  for  the  fittings,  &c.,  of 
the  new  institution. 

The  erection  of  the  new  premises  has  occupied  much  of  the  Commit- 
tee's care  and  attention  during  the  year.  Although  the  first  stone  was 
laid  only  twelve  months  ago,  and  the  work  was  not  fairly  commenced 
before  the  early  part  of  the  present  year,  the  Committee  have  the  satisfac- 
tion of  seeing  the  roof  already  in  course  of  completion. 

During  the  progress  of  the  work,  the  Committee,  through  the  further 
munificence  of  Mr.  Bass,  the  senior  M.P.  for  the  Borough,  have  been  ena- 
bled to  adopt  several  improvements,  and  to  avail  themselves  of  opportu- 
nities for  providing  increased  accommodation,  rendered  necessary  by  the 
extension  of  the  Borough.  Although  these  alterations  may  somewhat 
retard  the  progress  of  the  works,  it  is  confidently  expected  that  the  main 
building  will  be  handed  over  to  the  Committee  in  a  finished  state  by 
about  midsummer  next.  The  Committee  are  much  gratified  in  finding 
that  the  building,  even  in  its  present  state,  fully  justifies  the  selection  of 
Mr.  Freeman's  designs,  and  they  believe  that  the  arrangements  of  the 
new  premises  will  be  all  that  could  be  desired  for  the  efficient  and  econo- 
mical working  of  the  Institution.  They  have  pleasure  in  expressing  their 
satisfaction  with  the  manner  in  which  Messrs.  Woods  &  Son,  the  builders, 
have,  so  far,  carried  out  their  contract.  The  work  has  progressed  quietly, 
without  inconvenience  to  the  public,  or  accident  of  any  description  ;  and 
so  far  as  the  Committee  are  concerned,  no  necessity  for  remonstrance  of 
any  kind  with  the  Contractors  has  hitherto  arisen. 

The  Committee  consider  it  very  desirable  that  a  residence  for  the 
Librarian,  as  well  as  a  lodge  for  a  Porter,  should  be  provided  adjacent  to 
the  Institution,  and  they  are  conferring  with  the  Architect  thereon. 

Whilst  the  opportunity  presents  itself  the  Committee  think  it  desira- 
ble that  the  west  boundary  of  the  site  should  be  altered,  so  as  to  form  a 
more  regular  line  at  right  angles  with  the  Wardwick.  They  are  now  in 
communication  with  the  owner  of  the  adjoining  property  on  the  subject, 
and  hope  soon  to  come  before  the  Council  with  a  definite  recommenda- 
tion. 

The  Committee  still  favour  the  suggestion  made  more  than  a  year 
ago,  of  holding  an  Exhibition  of  Arts  and  Manufactures,  and  of  Scientific 
and  Educational  appliances  in  the  new  building  prior  to  its  final  appro- 
priation to  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  being  erected.  They  believe  that 
such  an  Exhibition  might  be  made  to  afford  much  useful  instruction,  and 
at  the  same  time  contribute  to  the  acquisition  of  important  educational 
works. 

The  Committee  are  greatly  encouraged  in  having  received  during 
the  past  year  such  extensive  and  general  assistance  from  scientific  and 
other  gentlemen  in  the  County  and  the  neighbourhood,  a  continuance  of 
which  must  make  the  Derby  Museum  one  of  the  most  important  in  the 
provinces,  and  the  Institution  generally  an  ornament  and  a  credit  in  the 
fullest  sense  of  the  terms,  to  our  County  town.

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REPORT 


Clje  free  tibxavv  atiD  Wmzum  Committee; 

For  the  Year  ending  2gth  September,   1878. 


AT  the  close  of  the  seventh  year's  proceedingfs  of  this  institution  the 
Committee  have  much  satisfaction  in  laying  before  the  Council 
the  accompanying  statistical  returns,  together  with  a  statement  of  the 
year's  receipts  and  expenditure. 

Owing  to  the  operations  of  the  institution  being  still  temporarily 
conducted  in  the  inadequate  premises  in  St.  Peter's  Church}'ard  there 
has  not  been  scope  for  any  greatly  increased  issue  of  books  from  the 
Library,  such  as  marked  the  progress  of  the  institution  in  its  earlier 
years  ;  but  the  Committee  consider  that  it  is  a  matter  for  congratula- 
tion that  notwithstanding  the  temporary  disadvantages  referred  to 
there  has  been  an  increased  demand  in  the  Lending  Department,  the 
total  issues  from  which  have  been  172,795  volumes  (a  daily  average  of 
641  volumes)  during  the  year,  as  against  162,580  volumes,  or  a  daily 
average  of  627  volumes  in  the  previous  year.  The  average  number 
of  times  each  book  in  the  Lending  Library  has  been  issued  is  17  2-3rds 
as  against  16  9-ioths  last  year.  There  has  been  a  slight  falling  off  in 
the  use  of  the  Reference  Department,  v\hich  may,  however,  be  reason- 
ably attributed  to  obvious  causes. 

The  Committee  will  shortly  be  under  the  necessity  of  entirely 
closing  the  institution  preparatory  to  the  opening  of  the  new  pre- 
mises. The  Committee  rely  on  the  forbearance  of  the  public  during 
this  temporary  closing  of  the  institution,  confidently  assuring  them 
that  the  benefits  to  be  conferred  by  the  new  arrangements  will  fully 
compensate  for  any  inconvenience  experienced  in  consequence  of  such 
closing. 

Previous  to  the  publication  of  the  new  catalogue,  which  it  is  hoped 
will  be  completed  by  the  time  of  opening,  the  Committee  contemplate 
making  very  extensive  additions  of  new  boolcs  to  the  Lending  and 
Reference  Departments,  and  are  engaged  in  preparing  Hsts  for  that 
purpose.  The  whole  of  the  stock  is  being  examined,  and  such  books 
as  are  worn  out  will  be  withdrawn. 


The  contents  of  the  Museum  are  being  carefully  manipulated, 
and  are  in  a  forward  state  for  arrangement  in  the  places  to  which 
they  will  be  assigned.  In  the  process  of  this  work  the  Committee  are 
gratified  to  find  that  the  institution  possesses  collections  the  extent 
and  value  of  which  have  not  hitherto  been  fully  realised.  When  dis- 
played in  the  new  cases,  they  cannot  fail  to  be  most  interesting  and 
instructive. 

The  erection  of  the  new  premises,  the  munificent  gift  of  our 
esteemed  representative,  Mr.  Bass,  M.P.,  has  chiefly  engrossed  the 
attention  of  the  Committee  during  the  past  year.  The  building  is 
now  drawing  very  near  to  completion,  and  promises  to  be  the  most 
convenient  of  its  kind  in  the  kingdom.  Mr.  Bass  having  generously 
expressed  a  desire  to  provide  the  necessary  fittings  for  the  building, 
the  Committee  have  caused  the  Museum  Galleries  to  be  furnished 
throughout  with  air-tight  glass  cases,  by  the  eminent  maker,  Mr. 
F.  Sage,  of  London,  at  a  cost  of  upwards  of  £  1 500.  They  have 
also  ordered  all  the  necessary  bookcases,  tables,  &c.,  for  the  Library 
and  Reading  Rooms,  at  a  considerable  cost. 

By  means  of  the  further  liberality  of  Mr.  Bass,  a  cottage  for  the 
Porter,  and  a  handsome  and  commodious  residence  for  the  Librarian, 
are  being  erected  contiguous  to  the  main  building.  These  additions 
will  not  only  add  materially  to  the  efficient  working  and  supervision 
of  the  institution,  but  will  relieve  the  Library  Rate  to  the  extent  of 
their  annual  value. 

Prior  to  commencing  the  erection  of  the  house  for  the  Librarian, 
the  Committee  endeavoured  to  negotiate  with  the  owner  of  the  pro- 
perty on  the  West  side  of  the  new  building,  with  a  view  to  straighten- 
ing the  boundary  line  there,  but  they  regret  to  say  they  were  unable 
to  agree  upon  terms  which  they  could  recommend  to  the  Council. 
The  new  house  has,  however,  been  very  conveniently  adapted  to  the 
site  as  originally  handed  over  to  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  have  already  appointed  a  man  and  his  wife  to 
take  charge  of  and  clean  the  new  premises,  and  to  occupy  the  cottage 
above  referred  to. 

The  large  increase  in  this  year's  income,  owing  to  the  new  districts 
having  contributed  their  share  to  the  Library  Rate,  has  enabled  the 
Committee  to  close  the  financial  year  with  a  balance  in  hand  of 
^453  IIS.  od.  They  propose,  however,  immediately  to  lay  out  con- 
siderably more  than  that  amount  in  the  purchase  of  new  books  pre- 
vious to  opening  the  new  premises. 

The  Committee  are  fully  alive  to  the  fact  that  the  demands  upon 
their  finances  in  maintaining  the  extensive  new  premises,  and  in  carry- 
ing on  increased  operations  theie,  will  be  much  greater  than  heretofore, 
but  they  have  every  confidence  that  the  advantage  of  being  altogether 
free  from  any  charge  for  rent  will  enable  them  to  maintain  the  itstitu- 
tion  in  a  state  of  thorough  efficiency  by  means  of  the  rate  of  a  penny 
in  the  £. 

The  interest  which  scientific  gentlemen  in  the  county  and  neigh- 
bourhood have  manifiested  in  the  institution  during  the  past  year  is  a 
source  of  much  encouragement  to  the  Committee,  and,  if  sustained, 
will  be  of  the  utmost  value. 


The  Committee  hope  that  when  it  is  known  that  they  have  the 
means  of  exhibiting,  and  taking  proper  care  of,  specimens  entrusted 
to  them,  gentlemen  will  be  induced  to  deposit,  at  least  for  a  limited 
period  on  loan,  suitable  collections  of  which  many  are  possessed,  from 
the  study  of  which  valuable  instruction  and  benefit  may  be  derived. 
Such  collections  the  Committee  will  now  gladly  take  under  their 
charge. 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  acknowledging  many  valuable 
gifts  to  the  institution  during  the  past  year,  a  list  of  which  is  ap- 
pended to  this  Report,  including  a  complete  Derbyshire  Herberium 
from  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Painter,  which  is  of  special  local  value  and  inte- 
rest, in  addition  to  which  the  Mayor  (H.  H.  Bemrose,  Esq.)  has 
expressed  his  intention  of  presenting  some  valuable  works  for  the 
Reference  Department.  The  Committee  have  also  received  an 
official  intimation  of  a  bequest  to  the  institution  by  the  late  Rev. 
Francis  Mosley  Spilsbury,  of  Willington,  of  the  whole  of  his  collection 
of  paintings,  engravings,  &c.,  excepting  family  prints  and  paintings. 
This  collection,  however,  they  have  not  yet  had  an  opportunity 
of  inspecting.

Cfje  JFtee   iLifitarp   anD    9@u0eum  Committee, 

For  the  Year  ended  29th  September,  1879. 


IN  presenting  their  Eighth  Annual  Report  the  Committee  have  the 
satisfaction  of  congratulating  the  Council  upon  the  completion  of  the 
new  premises,  the  munificent  gift  of  Mr.  Bass,  M.P.,  the  formal  opening 
of  which  was  celebrated  on  the  28th  June  last,  with  an  amount  of  enthu- 
siasm never  exceeded,  if  ever  equalled,  in  Derby  on  any  previous  occasion. 
The  public  reception  spontaneously  accorded  to  Mr.  Bass  on  that 
day,  not  only  testified  to  the  esteem  in  which  he  is  held  by  all  classes  of 
the  community,  but  at  the  same  time  demonstrated  the  appreciation  with 
which  his  princely  gift  was  accepted  for  its  own  sake. 

It  has  been  a  matter  of  deep  concern  and  regret  to  the  Committee, 
that  in  the  final  settlement  of  the  accounts  of  the  new  buildings,  the 
aggregate  cost  has  amounted  to  nearly  ^25,000 — a  sum  far  exceeding 
the  amount  contemplated  by  them  ;  but  they  have  the  satisfaction 
of  knowing  that  the  outlay  has  secured  to  the  public  an  Institu- 
tion which  for  convenience  and  completeness  is  unsurpassed,  if  indeed, 
it  be  equalled,  by  any  other  of  its  kind  in  the  Kingdom,  and  one  that 
appears  to  have  given  universal  satisfaction  to  the  various  classes  for 
whose   use   and  benefit  it  has  been  provided. 

Not  only  have  the  energies  of  the  Officials  been  taxed  to  the  utmost 
during  the  past  year  in  preparing  for  the  opening  of  the  new  premises, 
but  considerable  labour  has  also  devolved  upon  the  various  sub-Com- 
mittees in  the  fulfilment  of  their  several  duties. 

Preparatory  to  the  publication  of  a  New  Catalogue,  a  close  examina- 
tion was  made  of  the  books  in  the  Library,  the  result  of  which  was  that 
it  was  found  necessary  to  withdraw  1,874  volumes  of  imperfect  and  worn- 
out  works  from  the  Lending,  and  107  volumes  from  the  Reference  De- 
partment. In  order,  therefore,  to  be  in  a  position  to  meet  the  antici- 
pated increased  demand  upon  their  resources,  the  Committee  thought  it 
advisable  to  very  largely  augment  their  stock  of  books  in  both  Depart- 
ments. They  have  consequently  added  1,758  volumes  of  new  books  to 
the  Lending  Library,  and  2,005  volumes  to  the  Reference  Department 
during  the  past  year.  The  cost  of  this  large  addition  was  ^980,  to  meet 
which  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  draw  upon  the  income  of  the  present 
year  ;  but  the  Committee  thought  it  desirable  to  take  this  course  rather 


than    have    to    publish    Supplementary    Catalogues   at    an    early    date 
Although  still  inadequate  to  the  demands  made  upon  it,  the  whole  stock 
IS  now  in  excellent  condition,  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  books  having 
been  rebound  or  repaired   during   the  past   year,   at   a  cost  of  upwards  of 
£200. 

The  New  Catalogue  of  the  Lending  Library  was  published  simul- 
taneously with  the  opening  of  the  new  premises,  and  copies  are  being 
sold  to  borrowers  at  cost  price.  It  was  compiled  by  the  Librarian 
Mr.  Heath,  upon  a  much  improved  system,  under  the  supervision  of  a 
a  special  sub-committee,  and  has  been  greatly  approved  by  the  managers 
of  several  similar  Institutions,  in  some  of  which  the  same  system  is 
already  being  adopted. 

Immediately  before  the  opening  of  the  New  Premises  all  borrowers' 
cards  then  in  force  were  cancelled,  and  the  re-issue  commenced  directly 
afterwards,  but  although  so  short  a  time  has  elapsed  since  the  opening. 
4,008  borrowers  have  already  been  readmitted  to  the  use  of  the  Library. 
Reference  to  the  annexed  tables  shews  that  the  daily  average  issues 
from  the  Lending  Library  were  660  volumes  in  July  last,  817  in  August, 
and  822  m  September.  The  daily  averages  during  the  corresponding 
months  in  1878  were  468  volumes  in  July,  394  in  August,  and  419  iS 
September.  New  borrowers'  cards  are  still  being  granted  in  considerable 
numbers,  the  use  of  which  will  have  the  effect  of  materially  increasing 
the  daily  issues  of  books  from  this  department. 

The  new  Indicator,  which  enables  borrowers  to  ascertain  for  them- 
selves, at  a  glance,  whether  the  books  they  require  are  in,  or  out  of,  the 
Library,  answers  well,  and  greatly  economises  the  labour  of  the  assistants. 

The  Reference  Library  Reading  Rooms  are  not,  at  present,  frequented 
to  the  extent  of  their  capacity,  but  this  may  be  attributed  to  the  circum- 
stance that  the  New  Catalogue  of  this  Department,  which  is  in  course  of 
preparation,  is  not  yet  completed.  The  large  additions  of  new  works 
recently  made  to  this  Department  are  of  very  considerable  value  ;  and, 
judging  from  past  experience,  the  Committee  have  every  reason  to  believe 
that  this  branch  of  the  Institution  will  ultimately  become  most  attractive 
and  be  largely  used.  ' 

The  entire  contents  of  the  Museum  have  been  renovated,  classified, 
and  admirably  displayed  by  the  Curator,  Mr.  Heath,  in  the  elegant  new 
air-tight  cases  provided  for  their  reception.  These  are  upon  an  entirely 
new  system,  and  have  secured  the  approbation  of  the  principal  Museum 
Authorities  in  both  England  and  Germany  ;  as  have  also  the  arrange- 
ments of  the  Collections. 

The  Committee  have  been  greatly  favoured  by  the  loan  of  several 
private  collections  of  much  interest  and  value,  which  have  been  exhibited 
in  the  Museum  since  the  opening  of  the  New  Premises,  and  they  would 
specially  refer  to  the  following,  namely  :— Mr  Bragge's  Collections  of 
Mediaeval  Bookbinding  and  Stone  Snuff  Boxes ;  Messrs.  C.  E.  Newton, 
Wm.  Bemrose  (jun.),  and  John  Haslem's  Collections  of  Old  Derby  China  • 
Mr.  Ingram's  beautiful  Works  of  Art :  the  Committee  of  the  School  of 
Art's  Collection  of  Antique  Casts,  and  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Painter's  well- 
known  Geological  Collection. 

The  Committee  are  gratified  to  find  that  the  Museum  is  not  merely 
a  source  of  interest  to  casual  visitors,  but  that  it  has  already  been  largely 
taken  advantage  of  for  purposes  of  scientific  study.     Though  this  branch 


of  the  Institution  yet  lacks  much  to  make  it  complete,  the  Committee  find 
since  its  contents  have  been  properly  displayed,  that  they  possess  collec- 
tions in  most  respects  equal,  and  in  some  superior,  to  those  contained 
in  any  other  Provincial  Museum.  They  again  have  pleasure  in  acknow- 
ledging the  numerous  valuable  contributions  to  this  branch  of  the  Insti- 
tution during  the  past  year,  detailed  in  the  annexed  list. 

Attached  to  this  Report  will  be  found  the  usual  statistical  informa- 
tion, together  with  a  statement  of  the  accounts  for  the  year  ending  the 
29th  September  last.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  Revenue  Account  is 
overdrawn  to  the  amount  of  ^310  6s.  od.,  but  as  Mr.  Bass  has  generously 
undertaken  to  bear  the  whole  cost  of  the  new  buildings  and  their  fittings, 
the  Committee,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  donors,  propose  to  repay  that 
deficiency  (arising  mainly  from  the  exceptionally  large  purchases  of  new 
books,  and  the  cost  of  renovating,  &c.,  the  contents  of  the  Museum),  out  of 
the  handsome  subscriptions  placed  in  their  hands  some  time  ago  for  the 
extension  of  the  Institution.

HE  progress  of  the  Institution  during  the  past  year  has  been  most 
satisfactory.  The  issue  of  books  in  the  Lending  Library  is 
195,425  vols.,  and  that  of  the  Reference  Department  26,013 
vols.,  making  a  total  annual  issue  of  upwards  of  221,000 
volumes. 

In  accordance  with  the  anticipated  augmentation  of  the  issues,  owing 
to  the  greater  facilities  afforded  to  the  public  in  the  new  Institution,  it 
will  be  seen  by  Table  III.  that  there  has  been  a  gradual  average  increase 
per  diem  over  the  issues  of  all  previous  years. 

The  Committee  are  especially  gratified  by  the  character  of  the  books 
that  constitute  the  increase  in  the  Lending  Library.  On  comparison  of 
Table  II.  with  Table  III.  in  last  year's  report,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is 
an  average  daily  increase  in  Theology,  Philosophy,  &c.,  of  20  per  cent. ; 
in  Law,  Politics,  &c.,  of  55  per  cent. ;  History  and  Geography,  2f  per 
cent;  Arts  and  Sciences,  5  per  cent;  Natural  History,  16  per  cent; 
Poetry  and  Drama,  23  per  cent  ;  and  Miscellaneous  Works,  4  per  cent 
While,  on  the  other  hand,  there  is  a  decrease  of  3  per  cent,  in  Fiction. 
The  annual  "turn  over"  of  each  volume  is  i9|§. 

Notwithstanding  the  length  of  time  during  which  the  Reference  Library 
has  been  closed  for  the  purpose  of  re-arranging  and  cataloguing,  and  the 
drawback  of  not  having  a  proper  Catalogue,  the  annual^  "turn  over"  of 
each  volume  has  been  upwards  of  twelve.  The  Committee  have  every 
confidence,  therefore,  that  on  the  completion  of  the  Catalogue,  which  is 
now  in  the  press,  such  advantage  will  be  taken  of  this  department  for 
systematic  and  scientific  study,  as  will  make  it  of  equal,  if  not  greater, 
importance  for  Educational  purposes  than  any  other  branch  of  the 
Institution. 


In  the  preparation  of  the  Reference  Catalogue  due  regard  has  been 
had  to  the  requirements  of  readers,  and  the  special  object  of  this  depart- 
ment ;  and  it  will  be  found  that  each  important  article,  or  chapter  will  be 
made  accessible  to  the  student  at  a  glance,  even  though  he  possess  no 
previous  knowledge  of  the  several  works  ;  and  this  without  materially 
increasing  the  cost  or  size  of  the  Catalogue. 

The  New^s  Room  has  been  crowded  during  the  past  year  to  its  utmost 
capacity,  and  not  unfrequently  in  an  evening  numbers  have  had  to  turn 
away. 

The  Museum  has  been  much  frequented ;  and  the  number  of  bona 
fide  students  has  far  exceeded  the  anticipations  of  the  Committee.  During 
the  year  fourteen  loan  collections  have  been  remo\  ed,  which  leave  some 
parts  of  the  Institution  very  sparse.  In  consequence  of  the  limited 
pecuniary  resources  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee  for  this  purpose,  and 
the  labour  involved  in  the  organization  of  the  other  departments,  com- 
paratively little  time  has  been  devoted  to  the  permanent  systematising  of 
the  Museum.  The  Curator  has,  however,  submitted  a  carefully  prepared 
report  of  the  system  he  suggests  as  best  adapted  to  Derby,  which  the 
Museum  Committee  have  adopted,  and,  if  sanctioned  by  the  general  Com- 
mittee, will  be  carried  out  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 

The  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  acknowledging  from  the  Duke 
of  Devonshire,  K.G.,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the  County,  the  gift  of  his  Grace's 
well-known  collection  of  Derbyshire  Books,  Pamphlets,  Prints,  Election 
Addresses,  and  MSS.,  in  addition  to  loans  and  gifts  of  valuable  Mineral- 
ogical  and  Geological  specimens.  A  suitable  room  has  been  specially 
appointed  and  fitted  up  for  the  reception  of  the  former  collection,  which 
will  in  future  be  known  as  the  "  Devonshire  Room."  It  is  the  desire  of 
the  Committee  to  make  the  Topography,  I  literature,  &c.,  of  the  Borough 
and  County  one  of  the  specialities  of  the  Institution,  the  benefits  of 
which  will  be  so  obvious  as  to  justify  their  anticipation  that  further 
contributions  to  this  department  of  the  Library  may  be  forthcoming,  so 
as  to  render  it  as  complete  as  possible. 

The  acknowledgments  of  the  Committee  are  also  specially  due  to 
the  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum  for  213  volumes  of  their  valuable 
publications;  and  to  M.  T.  Bass,  Esq.,  M.P.,  Sir  Henry  Wilmot,  Bart, 
V.C.,  M.P.,  and  A.  B.  Beresford  Hope,  Esq.,  M.P.,  for  their  kind  and 
ready  help  in  connection  therewith ;  to  Mrs.  T.  B.  Forman  and  Mr. 
Forman,  jun.,  for  the  valuable  collection  of  Medals,  Coins,  &c.,  of  the 
late  T.  B.  Forman,  Esq.,  J. P. ;  to  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Painter  for  his 
additional  contributions  of  186  Plants  to  the  Derbyshire  Herbarium; 
and  to  Mr.  Councillor  Chadfield  for  100  specimens  of  Lepidoptera. 

The  removal  from  Derby  of  Mr.  E.  Pratt,  the  energetic  Secretary  of 
the  Institution  from  its  first  foundation,  has  led  to  his  resignation,  and  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  H.  M.  Haywood  (a  former  assistant  to  Mr.  Pratt)  to 
fill  the  office  of  Clerk  to  the  Committee.  The  valuable  services  rendered 
by  their  late  Secretary  were  recognized  by  a  special  resolution  of  the 
Committee.

ANNUAL    REPORT 

OF   THE 

Svaa  Ctbrarv  ctnb  VTiuscum  Committee, 

For  the  Year  ending  2gth  September ,   1881. 


IN  presenting  their  Tenth  Annual  Report,  the  Committee  have  much 
pleasure  in  assuring  the  Council  of  the  continued  popularity  and 
usefulness  of  the  Institution  in  its  several  departments. 

In  the  Lending  and  Reference  Libraries  there  have  been  slight 
diminutions  in  the  issues.  There  have,  nevertheless,  been  issued  from 
the  Lending  Library  172,565  vols.,  and  from  the  Reference  Library 
25,328,  making  an  annual  total  of  197,893,  which  is  an  average 
turnover  of  each  volume  in  the  Lending  Library  during  the  year 
of  i7f. 

While  this  is  a  matter  of  gratification  to  the  Committee,  the 
inadequacy  of  their  resources  to  cope  with  the  growing  demand  for 
books  is  a  cause  of  some  embarrassment,  for  the  number  of  works  in 
the  Library  scarcely,  if  at  all,  exceeds  that  of  readers  :  consequently 
it  is  a  daily  occurrence  that  many  persons  are  unable  to  procure 
books,  and,  for  the  same  reason,  it  is  to  be  feared  still  larger  numbers 
are  debarred  from  applying.  This  condition  of  affairs  the  Committee 
hope  to  remedy  so  soon  as  they  have  the  necessary  funds  at  their 
disposal. 


The  high  character  of  the  books  in  constant  circulation  is  a 
subject  of  much  satisfaction. 

The  Museum  has  been  re-arranged  according  to  the  system 
referred  to  in  the  last  Annual  Report  of  the  Committee.  The  very- 
large  number  of  daily  visitors  shews  a  thorough  appreciation  of  this 
part  of  the  Institution. 

The  Committee  have  to  record  the  increasing  number  of  hona-fide 
Students  who  use  the  Museum  for  practical  work.  The  Natural 
History  Collections  have  had  very  considerable  additions  made  to 
them,  and  the  following  Sections  have  been  introduced,  viz. : — 
Economic  Entomology,  Industrial  and  Fine  Arts  Collections,  (through 
the  kindness  of  Sir  Philip  C.  Owen,  K.C.B.),  Numismatics,  Local 
Industries,  viz. : — Silk  and  China,  and  an  Amateur  Collection  of  China 
Plaques. 

In  addition  to  the  Collections  contributed  by  the  Science  and 
Art  Department,  South  Kensington,  (through  Sir  P.  C.  Owen),  the 
Trustees  of  the  British  Museum  have  permitted  the  Curator  to  select 
upwards  of  7000  specimens  from  their  duplicates,  some  of  which  have 
been  arranged,  and  the  remainder  are  in  course  of  arrangement. 

The  acknowledgements  of  the  Committee  for  contributions  of 
Old  Crown  Derby  China  are  principally  due  to  John  Haslem,  Esq.  ; 
also  to  Lord  Scarsdale,  Hon.  W.  M.  Jervis,  F.  J.  Robinson,  Esq., 
C.  E.  Newton,  Esq.,  Unwin  Sowter,  Esq.,  (ex-Mayor),  Geo.  Bottomley, 
Esq.  ;  and  to  the  Derby  Crown  Porcelain  Company,  Mr.  Sampson 
Hancock,  and  Messrs.  Copeland,  for  valuable  examples  of  their  own 
make ;  to  Geo.  Holme,  Jun.,  Esq.,  for  Raw  Silks ;  to  the  Midland 
Railway,  (per  J.  S.  Gratton,  Esq.),  for  the  donation  of  their  large 
Museum  ;  to  H.  E.  Hobson,  Esq.,  for  Lepidoptera  ;  to  Sir  John  H. 
Crewe,  Bart,  for  Birds  and  Mammals ;  to  the  family  of  the  late  Sir 
G.  Lowry  Cole,  G.C.B.,  for  Collection  of  Shells;  also  to  Sir  Philip 
Cunliffe  Owen,  K.C.B.,  Director  of  South  Kensington  Museum  ;  and 
Dr.  Albert  Giinther,  F.R.S.,  &c..  Director  of  the  Zoological  Depart- 
ment, British  Museum,  for  their  interest,  and  the  great  assistance  they 
have  rendered  the  Committee. 

In  consequence  of  the  crowded  state  of  the  Reading  Rooms,  the 
Committee  have  found  it  necessary  to  take  means  for  securing  better 
ventilation  and   lighting.     On  the  reports  of  competent  Engineers, 


-they    adopted    a    scheme    which    has    thus    far    proved    satisfactory, 
although  necessarily  entailing  considerable  outlay. 

During  the  year  the  Devonshire  Collections  of  Books,  Pamphlets, 
&c.,  have  been  augmented,  John  Sleigh,  Esq.,  J. P.,  having  presented 
several  important  Deeds  and  MSS.  The  Committee  propose  to 
arrange  and  Catalogue  the  Books,  Pamphlets,  MSS.,  Prints,  &c., 
belonging  to  this  department,  as  soon  as  possible,  when  it  will  be 
found  to  be  a  most  valuable  store-house  of  the  Antiquity,  History, 
Topography,  &c.,  of  the  County.

HE  Committee,  in  presenting  to  the  Council  of  the  Borough 
their  Eleventh  Annual  Report,  have  much  satisfaction  in 
directing   attention    to  the    steadily   increasing   usefulness 
and  popularity  of  the  Institution. 

The  growing  demands  upon  the  Reference  department  of  the 
Library  are  specially  noteworthy,  and  it  is  matter  for  congratulation 
that  whilst  the  bulk  of  the  works  in  this  branch  of  the  Library 
are  of  the  highest  educational  character,  they  have  a  special  interest 
for  none  but  /wzi  fid^  students.  It  is,  therefore,  a  gratifying 
feature  that  the  issues  during  the  year  have  reached  an  aggregate 
of  upwards  of  29,000. 

Notwithstanding  the  inability  of  the  Committee  to  cope  with 
the  demands  for  new  books  in  the  Lending  department,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  limited  finances  at  their  disposal,  they  have  to  report 
a  gross  issue  of  upwards  of  174,000.     The   character  of  the  works

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  per  centage  issue  of  each  class,  in 
proportion  to  the  number  of  works  published  or  those  in  the  Library, 
is  very  much  greater  in  every  other  class  than  that  of  Fiction  ;  and 
when  it  is  remembered  that  the  time  required  to  read  and  study  a 
single  volume  on  History,  Theology,  or  Science  is  so  much  in  excess 
of  that  required  for  an  ordinary  three-volume  novel,  it  will  at  once 
appear  that  Science,  Natural  History,  and  Politics,  and  even  History 
and  Theology,  have  been  far  more  extensively  drawn  upon  than 
Fiction. 

The  Catalogue  and  Classified  Index  of  the  works  in  the 
Reference  Library  will  greatly  enhance  its  value.  Every  work, 
article,  or  chapter  in  the  Library  upon  any  given  subject  is  now 
accessible  to  the  student  at  one  glance.  In  speaking  of  the 
system  and  merits  of  the  work  we  cannot  do  better  than  quote 
the  concise  criticism  of  the  professional  journal  of  the  Library 
Association.  "  T/ie  Catalogue  is  one  of  authors  and  classified 
"  subjects  in  a  single  alphabet^  but  is  distinguished  from  previous 
"  index- catalogues  by  tJie  very  considerable  7i2imber  of  references  to 
"  essays  and  articles  in  periodicals,  transactions,  and  collected  ivorks. 
"  The  number  of  references  to  the  General  Reference  Library  in  the 
''present  catalogue  amounts  to  between  50,000  and  60,000.  We  are 
"  glad  to  congratulate  Mr.  Heath  on  having  produced  a  very  laborious 
"  and  valuable  piece  of  ivork,  which  will  be  extremely  usefrd  even 
"  outside  his  ozvn  Library!' 

The  Committee  have  just  appropriated  the  sum  of  ;^250  to 
be  expended  in  augmenting  the  Circulating  branch  of  the  Library, 
which  will  enable  them  in  some  degree  to  meet  the  growing  public 
demands  in  this  direction. 

Last  winter  the  Committee  permitted  the  Curator  to  try  the 
experiment  of  a  series  of  free  Lectures  on  Natural  History,  in  the 
Museum,  on  Saturday  evenings.     The  result  was   a  decided  success. 


proved  by  the  great  increase  of  visitors  to  the  Museum,  as  well 
as  by  the  large  number  of  books  bearing  on  the  subjects  of  the 
lectures  which  were  taken  out  of  the  Library. 

Durino-  the  year  the  Committee  have  been  able  to  add  some 
thousands  of  specimens  to  the  Museum,  many  of  which  are  unique  ; 
and  in  the  prosecution  of  their  labours  special  regard  has  been 
had  to  local  objects,  which  have  been  arranged  in  their  scientific 
order,  but  by  a  distinct  label   they  can  be  recognised  at  a  glance. 

Through  the  energetic  assistance  of  Mr.  Bond,  of  the  British 
Museum,  aided  by  Dr.  Woodward,  Professor  Etheridge,  and  Mr. 
Fletcher— to  whom  the  thanks  of  the  whole  town  are  due— the 
Committee  have  been  able  to  procure  a  Natural  History  collection 
second  to  none  in  the  provinces. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Bass,  M.P.,  the  senior  member 
for  the  Borough,  and  the  munificent  donor  of  the  Free  Library 
and  Museum  Buildings,  provision  is  being  made  (on  a  site  kindly 
given  by  the  present  Mayor,  Mr.  Woodiwiss)  for  an  Art  Gallery 
for  the  town,  the  formal  opening  of  which  is  to  take  place  on 
the  4th  of  November.  The  erection  of  the  new  Art  Gallery  is 
under  the  supervision  of  Sir  Philip  Cunliffe-Owen,  K.C.M.G., 
C.B.,  CLE.,  &c.,  director  of  the  South  Kensington  Museum,  who 
gives  his  valuable  services  gratuitously,  and  to  whom  the 
Committee  are  much  indebted  for  promised  contributions  to  the 
intended  first  Exhibition.  For  the  permanent  maintenance  of  the 
Art  Gallery  Branch  of  the  Institution,  it  will  be  necessary  for 
the  Committee  to  make  a  small  charge  for  admission.

During  the  past  year  nearly  2,000  volumes  have  been  added  to 
the  Lending  Library,  whilst  upwards  of  a  thousand  new  readers  have 
been  entered  upon  the  books. 

In  the  Lending  Library  the  total  number  of  volumes  issued  is 
less  than  the  preceding  year's,  there  being  a  decrease  in  Fiction  alone 
of  4,287  ;  but  on  referring  to  Table  III  it  will  be  seen  that  during  the 
last  three  years  the  issue  of  works  upon  the  Arts  and  Sciences  has 
gradually  increased,  this  year  by  903  volumes.  Since  this  class  repre- 
sents the  books  taken  out  for  practical  study  in  the  Scientific  and 
Art  Industries  of  the  town,  it  must  be  obvious  that  the  actual  amount 
of  reading  has  been  much  greater  than  the  Committee  have  before 
had  the  pleasure  of  reporting  ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  proportionate 
development  of  these  local  Industries  may  be  the  result. 

The  Committee  are  still  more  gratified  by  the  bona-fide  students' 
work,   as  represented    in    Table  V.       In   Theology,    Philosophy,  and 


Education  there  is  an  increase  of  345  ;  in  Law,  Politics,  and  Commerce 
of  300  ;  in  History,  Geography,  &c.,  of  265  ;  in  Arts  and  Sciences  of 
168  ;  in  Natural  History  of  603  ;  and  in  Miscellanies  (Periodicals  of 
Arts.  Sciences,  and  Literature)  of  1,213.  There  is,  however,  a  falling  off 
in  Poetry  and  Drama  of  163.  The  total  increase  of  issues  for  the  year 
in  this  department  is  2,631.  The  anticipations  of  the  Committee, 
expressed  in  their  Eleventh  Annual  Report,  as  to  the  advantages  of 
the  catalogue  of  classified  subjects  in  Periodical  Literature,  as  well  as 
of  complete  works,  has  thus  been  amply  justified. 

A  MS.  Catalogue  of  the  Devonshire  Library  of  Derbyshire 
books,  compiled  on  the  most  approved  system,  will  shortly  be 
accessible    to   the  public. 

The  more  attractive  arrangement  of  specimens  in  the  Museum, 
which  has  been  partially  carried  out,  has  drawn  a  much  larger  number 
of  visitors  ;  the  approximate  number  during  last  year  being  200,121. 
The  arrangement  of  the  permanent  collection  is  now  proceeding. 

The  acknowledgments  of  the  Committee  are  specially  due  to 
Mrs.  Jebb,  Walton  Lodge,  Chesterfield,  for  her  donation  of  the  im- 
portant and  well-known  Ornithological  Collection  formed  by  the  late 
Colonel  Sir  Joshua  Jebb  ;  to  the  Right  Hon.  Sir  William  Vernon 
Harcourt,  M.P.,  for  Parliamentary  Blue  Books,  and  Hansard's  De- 
bates ;  to  Colonel  Colvile,  Dr.  Ogle,  the  late  Rev.  William  Griffith, 
the  Rev.  W.  H.  Painter,  and  numerous  other  friends,  who  have 
generously  assisted  the  Committee  by  donations.

FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 


Corporation  2lrt  (Gallery  Committee 


FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  29th  SEPTEMBER,    1883, 


N  presenting  their  first  Annual  Report  the  Committee  have 
great  pleasure  in  stating  that,  notwithstanding  the  charges 
for  admission  to  the  Art  Gallery,  and  the  absence  of  free 
days,  the  Gallery  has  been  visited  by  20,286  persons  during  the  thirty 
weeks  in  which  it  has  been  open  to  the  public.  The  exam.ples  of  Art 
manufactures  exhibited  have  been  much  utilised,  and  have  had  a  very 
salutary  influence  upon  the  art  industries  of  the  town,  and  already 
good  effects  are  perceptible  in  various  directions  ;  whilst  the  Gallery 
has  been  a  source  of  much  pleasure  to  thousands  who  have  enjoyed 
the  intellectual  treat  it  has  afforded. 

The  Gallery  was  opened  with  a  Loan  Collection  entirely  chosen 
from  the  Art  Treasures  of  the  South  Kensington  Museum  ;  this  lasted 
from  November  4th,  1882,  to  January  31,  1883  ;  and  was  followed 
by  a  collection  of  paintings  by  "  Wright,  of  Derby,"  opened  on  March 
26th,  and  closed  August  nth.  An  Autumn  Exhibition  of  Modern 
Pictures  is  now  being  held. 

The  Gallery  has  also  been  used  since  it  was  opened,  for  two 
Conversaziones,  at  the  invitation  of  the  Mayor  of  Derby,  The  first 
occasion  was  on  the  opening  of  the  "  Wright  Collection,"  and  the 
latter  on  the  occasion  of  the  visit  of  the  Associated  Chambers  of 
Commerce  to  Derby,  when  the  suite  of  galleries  proved  to  be  in  an 
especial  manner  adapted  for  such  municipal  occasions. 

The  accounts  .shew  a  deficiency  of  ^^239  19s.  od.  One-half  of  this 
amount  has,  however,  been  expended  in  providing  necessary  fittings, 
&c.  (not  included  in  the  original  gift),  so  as  to  adapt  the  building  to 
its  intended  purpose.     Most   of  these  items   will    not   recur.      Other 


expenses    incidental    to  the  opening  of  such  a   building  had   to   be 
incurred. 

Your  Committee  are  satisfied  that  the  Gallery,  if  it  is  to  effect 
the  benefits  for  which  it  was  designed,  cannot  be  carried  on  without 
some  aid  from  the  Municipal  funds.  The  amount  will  depend  much 
upon  whether  the  Institution  is  to  be  a  really  popular  one,  open  on 
I\Ionda}'s  and  Saturdays  Free, — Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Fridays  at 
one  penny, — Wednesdays  (Students'  day),  6d.,  or  whether  it  is  to  be 
carried  on  as  now,  with  no  free  days,  and  charges  made  for  admis- 
sion, thus  necessarily  restricting  its  advantages. 

In  conclusion  your  Committee  respectfully  suggest  that  a  liberal 
policy  may  be  adopted  in  this  matter,  feeling  confident  that  the 
Council  will  thus  be  taking  a  great  step  towards  the  improvement  of 
tbe  truest  and  best  interests  of  this  important  manufacturing  town. 

The  Committee  have  to  report  the  gift  of  two  very  valuable 
pictures  to  the  Gallery.  One,  "  The  Alch}-mist,"  as  a  memorial  to  the 
painter,  "  Wright,  of  Derby,"  and  a  portrait  of  Mortimer  James 
Winthrop,  M.P.,  for  Shaftesbury,  by  the  same  artist,  from  James 
Arkwright,  Esq. 

Messrs.  H.  &  A.  Holmes  have  also  presented  to  the  Corporation 
a  van  suitable  for  the  removal  of  Works  of  Art  to  and  from  the 
Gallery,  which  has  proved  to  be  a  most  valuable  gift.

FIFTEENTH    ANNUAL    REPORT 

OF   THE 

FREE  LIBRARY  &  MUSEUM  COMMITTEE, 

For  the  Year  ending  September  2()th^  1886, 


'T^HE  Free  Library  and  Museum  Committee,  in  presenting  their  Annual 
Report,  congratulate  the  Council  on  the  steady  increase  in  the  popu- 
larity of  the  Institution. 

After  the  recent  large  additions  of  new  books,  less  has  naturally  been 
done  in  that  direction  during  the  past  year,  and  your  Committee's  attention 
has  been  assiduously  devoted  to  keeping  the  books  already  in  the  Library 
in  a  fit  condition  for  use.  The  number  of  books  bound  and  repaired  has 
been  abnormally  large,  amounting  to  a  little  over  four  thousand. 

A  very  gratifying  feature  is  the  increased  use  made  of  the  books  in  the 
Reference  Library.     The  Library  of  Patents  is  also  very  largely  consulted. 

The  number  of  visitors  to  the  Institution  was  carefully  counted  in  the 
first  week  of  the  month  of  April,  and  reached  the  large  figure  of  132 14  for 
the  week,  an  abundant  proof  of  the  usefulness  of  the  Institution.  If  counted 
in  the  winter  months  the  number  would  be  considerably  greater. 

The  attention  of  the  Committee  was  specially  drawn  last  winter  to  the 
great  consumption  of  gas,  as  well  as  to  the  defective  lighting  of  some  parts  of 
the  Institution.  A  Sub-Committee  was  appointed  to  take  the  matter  in  hand, 
and  on  their  recommendation  one  of  Stott's  Gas  Governors  was  put  up  in 
February  last,  certain  alterations  were  made  in  the  Hghting  of  the  Library 
and  basement,  and  the  lighting  of  the  reading  rooms  was  entirely  remodelled. 
The  use  of  the  governor  has  effected  a  great  saving,  and  the  whole  of  the 
building  is  now  better  lighted  at  less  expense.  The  thanks  of  the  Committee 
are  due  to  the  sub-committee  of  gentlemen  who  have  so  effectively  dealt  with 
this  matter. 


Reference  should  be  made  in  this  Report  to  the  loss  the  Committee  have 
sustained  in  the  death  of  Mr.  Edward  Lott.  Although  failing  health  had  for 
some  time  prevented  his  regular  attendance  at  the  meetings  of  the  Committee, 
Mr.  Lott's  great  services  to  the  Institution  at  large,  and  especially  to  the  Book 
Committee,  cheerfully  rendered  for  a  long  period  of  years,  demand  grateful 
recognition  and  record. 

The  Librarian's  Annual  Report  to  this  Committee,  containing  the  usual 
tabulated  statements,  and  one  or  two  others  of  additional  interest,  is  appended; 
and  in  conclusion,  the  Committee  have  much  satisfaction  in  stating  that,  to 
the  best  of  their  belief,   the  Institution  as  a  whole  is  in  thoroughly  good 


working  order.

I  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  first  Annual  Report,  which 
deals  with  the  work  done  in  the  Institution  since  Sep.  29th,  1885. 

As  far  as  the  Library  is  concerned,  we  have  now  13256  books  in  the 
Lending  Library,  and  8184  in  the  Reference  Department,  as  against  13020 
and  7850  respectively  last  year.  The  total  issue  of  books  is  128,719,  against 
111,864  last  year  ;  and  the  average  daily  issue  is  501,  against  438,  showing  a 
steady  improvement  in  all  respects.  611  new  books  have  been  bought,  and 
112  worn  out  copies  have  been  replaced  by  new  ones,  while  1180  books  have 
been  rebound,  and  2835  books  repaired.  1356  new  borrowers  have  been 
added  during  the  year,  and  only  63  cards  have  been  cancelled,  leaving  the 
total  number  of  borrowers  at  present  on  the  books  as  12,113,  more  than  one- 
eighth  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  borough.  On  the  whole  the  books  are  very 
well  used,  and  very  few  cases  are  met  with  of  carelessness,  and  still  fewer  of 
wilful  misusage.  The  privilege  of  having  such  a  valuable  Institution  in  their 
midst  seems  to  be  fully  appreciated  by  the  inhabitants.  My  personal  work  in 
connection  with  the  Library  has  consisted  in  making  myself  conversant  with 
the  method  of  issuing  books  and  registering  the  issues,  superintending  the 


quarterly  Stock  takings,  and  the  preparation  of  a  sii[)[)lemenlary  catalogue  of 
about  2900  bookS;  which  was  very  much  wanted,  the  last  being  issued  in  July, 
1883.  The  Library  is,  and  has  been  during  the  year,  in  thoroughly  good 
w^orking  order. 

In  the  Museum,  my  work  has  been  the  re-arrangement  of  the  birds,  the 
collection  of  the  late  Rev.  E.  Jebb,  kindly  presented  to  the  Institution  by  his 
widow,  being  now  incorporated  with  the  rest.  The  whole  collection  will 
shortly  be  re-labelled.  A  portion  of  the  fine  collection  of  shells  has  also  been 
re-arranged  and  re-mounted,  and  will  shortly  be  completed.  My  great  want 
with  regard  to  Museum  work  is  time  ;  the  work  has  to  be  done  in  the  inter- 
vals of  my  other  duties,  but  though  much  remains  to  be  done,  I  hope  shortly 
to  be  able  to  report  the  Museum  in  as  satisfactory  a  condition  as  the  Library. 

The  Newsrooms  are  not  the  least  popular  part  of  the  Institution.  In  the 
evenings,  and  on  wet  days  especially,  every  newspaper  and  magazine  has  its 
reader,  and  crowded  as  the  rooms  frequently  are  by  all  classes,  I  have  never 
had  throughout  the  year  serious  cause  of  complaint  respecting  the  conduct  of 
those  who  are  frequenters.  Since  August  ist  the  news  rooms  have  experi- 
mentally been  closed  at  half-past  nine  o'clock  instead  of  ten. 

My  report  would  be  incomplete  did  I  not  speak  of  the  highly  satisfactory 
way  in  which  the  assistants  do  their  work.  I  believe  that  the  whole  of  the 
staff  are  animated  with  a  desire  for  the  efficient  working  and  success  of  the 
Institution,  and  co-operate  zealously  to  that  end. 

I  append  to  this  report  the  usual  tables,  and  two  additional  ones,  Nos. 
VI.,  VII.,  which  will  be  of  interest.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

CORPORATION  ART  GALLERY  COMMITTEE 

For  the  Year  ending  September  2gtk,  1886, 


npHE  Art  Gallery  Committee,  in  presenting  their  Annual  Report,  are  glad 
to  be  able  to  state  that  the  public  appreciation  of  the  Gallery  shows  no 
diminution.  The  rooms  have  been  open  during  the  past  year  283  days.  On 
the  235  days  on  which  visitors  were  admitted  by  payment  16906  entered, 
while  1 2120  passed  the  turnstiles  on  the  48  free  days,  making  the  total 
number  of  visitors  28326.  The  weekly  free  day  has  been  imposed  on  the 
Committee  by  the  authorities  at  South  Kensington,  who  make  it  a  condition 
wherever  they  grant  loans  of  art  objects,  that  on  at  least  one  day  in  the  week 
they  shall  be  open  to  all  without  fee.  This  regulation,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Committee  a  very  wise  one,  and  the  large  extent  to  which  the  inhabitants 
avail  themselves  of  it,  seem  to  point  out  clearly  the  way  in  which  this  and 
kindred  institutions  may  become  most  popular  and  most  useful,  and  your 
Committee  would  be  very  glad  if  financial  considerations  permitted  the  exten- 
sion of  the  privilege  of  free  admission. 

The  Committee  regret  very  much  that  they  have  to  come  to  the  Council 
for  a  somewhat  larger  sum  this  year,  but  the  reasons  are  not  far  to  seek. 
Extensive  repairs  to  the  roof  have  had  to  be  undertaken,  and  various  new 
fittings  have  been  supplied,  which  have  increased  the  Fittings  and  Repairs 
Account  some  £,^0  ;  the  defalcations  of  the  late  Curator  were  about  ;£"35, 
and  the  revenue,  owing  partly  to  the  introduction  of  the  weekly  free  day,  and 
partly  to  the  decrease  in  the  picture  sales,  which  is  undoubtedly  owing  to  the 
depression  in  trade,  shows  a  diminution  of  £26.  The  Committee  believe 
that  the  year  just  commenced  will  show  some  important  reductions  in  expen- 
diture, and  they  think  that  with  careful  management  and  better  times,  that 
next  year's  balance  sheet  will  show  considerable  improvement.  They  cannot 
hold  out  any  hope  of  the  Art  Gallery  becoming  self  supporting,  but  they  think 
that  the  comparatively  small  sums  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  required 


will  be  spent  in  fostering  good  taste  and  a  love  of  the  beautiful  among  the 
inhabitants  of  the  town,  as  well  as  giving  valuable  help  to  those  of  its  manu- 
factures in  which  Art  plays  a  part. 

The  last  Autumn  Exhibition  consisted  of  a  large  and  varied  collection  of 
works  by  modern  artists  in  oil  and  water  colours.  It  was  open  from  Sep- 
tember to  February,  and  was  attended  by  9067  persons. 

The  Spring  Exhibition  afforded  an  opportunity  of  carrying  out  an  idea 
before  mooted,  that  of  an  Exhibition  of  Photographs,  The  Committee  offered 
silver  and  bronze  medals,  and  some  of  the  best  photographic  artists  of  the 
country  competed.  The  Exhibition  was  very  popular,  and  may  with  advan- 
tage be  repeated  at  some  future  time.  In  addition  to  the  Photographs,  there 
was  an  Exhibition  of  Paintings  by  local  artists,  and  T.  Battersby,  Esq.,  of 
Derby,  lent  65  pictures  from  his  fine  collection,  and  valuable  pictures  were 
also  lent  by  W.  Lockwood,  Esq.,  of  Nottingham,  and  by  an  esteemed  member 
of  our  Committee,  R.  Keene,  Esq.,  to  all  of  whom  the  best  thanks  of  the 
Committee  are  due. 

On  the  Saturday  evenings  between  Christmas  and  Easter  the  Curator 
gave  a  series  of  Promenade  Concerts,  which  were  well  attended,  were  much 
appreciated,  and  proved  a  not  inconsiderable  source  of  income.  The  Spring 
Exhibition  closed  early  in  August^  and  was  visited  by  16426  persons. 

Through  the  influence  of  F.  Seymour  Haden,  Esq.,  the  President  of  the 
Society  of  Painter-Etchers,  that  Society  decided  to  hold  its  Annual  Exhibition 
for  the  year  1886  in  our  Gallery.  A  very  interesting  Exhibition  was  opened 
on  September  ist,  and  has  already  been  attended  by  2833  visitors.  The 
thanks  of  the  Committee  are  specially  due  to  Mr.  Haden  for  his  intervention 
on  behalf  of  the  town  with  which  he  is  so  much  connected  by  family  ties  and 
old  associations.  The  Committee  are  glad  to  announce  that  Mr.  Haden  has 
promised  at  some  future  time  to  present  to  the  Art  Gallery  a  complete  set  of 
his  own  works,  a  most  handsome  gift,  the  value  of  which  it  will  be  difficult  to 
over  estimate,  proving,  as  it  does,  that  there  will  be  no  lack  of  similar  gifts 
when  it  becomes  known  that  there  is  a  suitable  depository  for  them. 

Five  of  the  cases  in  the  Lower  Gallery  have  been  filled  during  the  year 
by  loan  objects  from  South  Kensington  Museum.  These  objects  will  shortly 
be  exchanged  for  others.  The  Committee  gratefully  acknowledge  the  ready 
assistance  in  their  work  they  have  at  all  times  received  from  the  Museum 
authorities.  The  Art  Gallery  is  also  indebted  to  many  others  for  loans  of 
interesting  exhibits.  Among  these  are  Messrs.  Doulton  and  Co.,  of  Lambeth, 
Messrs.  Tooth  and  Ault,  of  Bretby,  and  Messrs.  Calvert  and  Lovatt,  of 
Langley,  for  Art  Pottery ;  J.  A.  Jacoby,  Esq.,  M.P.,  for  his  collection  of 
Antique  Silver ;  Alfred  Swingler,  Esq.  for  a  collection  of  Oriental  Curiosities  ] 


the  Derby  Crown  Porcelain  Co.  and  Mr.  S.  Hancock  for  their  collections  of 
Derby  China ;  the  Rev.  Canon  Olivier  for  two  exquisite  Panels  by  Tinworth ; 
and  T.  Battersby,  Esq.  for  valuable  Bronzes  and  Oriental  China. 

The  Committee  desire  to  acknowledge  here  a  valuable  gift  by.  Mr. 
Thomas  Austin,  of  Derby,  in  the  shape  of  a  perfect  specimen  of  the  famous 
vase  known  as  the  King's  Vase,  made  at  the  Derby  China  Works  in  1832. 

It  only  remains  to  be  said  that  on  the  close  of  the  Painter-Etchers' 
Exhibition  it  will  be  immediately  succeeded  by  the  customary  Autumn 
Exhibition,  for  which  some  very  interesting  pictures  have  been  promised.

FREE  LIBRARY  AND  MUSEUM  COMMITTEE, 

For  the   Year  ending  September  2gth^  i88y. 


THE  Free  Library  and  Museum  Committee  in  presenting  their 
Sixteenth  Annual  Report,  desire  to  congratulate  the  Council 
on  the  continued  and  increasing  prosperity  and  utility  of  the 
Institution. 

It  will  be  seen  that  large  additions  have  been  made  to  the 
I>ending  Library  during  the  year.  To  this  Department  a  New 
Musical  Section  has  been  added,  which  at  present  contains  copies 
of  the  best  known  oratorios  and  operas,  books  of  standard  songs, 
and  copies  of  standard  text  books  on  musical  subjects.  This 
department  is  already  proving  useful,  and  no  doubt  will  be  extensively 
drawn  upon  as  time  goes  on.  The  number  of  books  bound  and 
repaired  during  the  year  amounts  to  4054.  With  the  exception  of 
the  magazines  and  the  book  music,  these  have  all  been  done  on 
our  own  premises,   by   our  own   workmen. 

Fewer  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Reference  Library,  but 
both  it  rnd  the  Specifications  of  Patents  continue  to  be  very  largely 
consulted,  and  the  issues  show  a  steady  increase. 

The  alterations  in  the  gas  arrangements  referred  to  in  last 
year's  Report  continue  to  work  satisfactorily,  and  the  Committee 
note  with  pleasure  the  fact  that  the  gas  bill  is  lower  by  ^^21 
than  last  year's,   and   by  £2$   than   that  of  1885.     The  reduction  in 


tlie    establishment    charges    generally     is    most    gratifying,    and     has 
enabled   the   Committee   to   deal   with   several  important   matters. 

In  the  first  place,  the  Committee  have  been  enabled  to  repamt 
and  clean  thoroughly  the  news  rooms  and  corridors.  This,  coupled 
with  some  necessary  cleaning  in  the  Curator's  house  has  cost  about 
;f74.  Next  year  they  hope  to  be  able  to  deal  with  the  Museum 
in  the  same  way.  They  have  also  long  thought  it  desirable  to 
reduce  by  degrees,  and  to  pay  off  as  soon  as  possible  the  ^^500 
they  have  on  loan.  They  have  during  the  past  year  been  able  to 
set  aside  ^100  towards  a  sinking  fund  for  this  purpose,  and  in  the 
absence  of  unforeseen  sources  of  expense,  hope  to  do  the  same  in 
succeeding  years  till  the  debt  is  discharged. 

The  Librarian's  Annual  Report  to  this  Committee  is  appended 
hereto.  It  contains  the  usual  statistics,  to  which  all  those  interested 
in  the  inner  working  of  the  Institution  are  referred.  The  Committee 
believe  that  the  Institution  was  never  more  flourishing,  and  that  it 
is  being  worked  in  a  thoroughly  efficient  manner,  and  at  an 
economical  rate.

I  have  much   pleasure   in   submitting  to  you   my  second   Annual 

Report. 

The    past    year    has    been    a    prosperous     one    as   regards    the 

Library.  The  stock  in  the  Lending  Library  numbers  13,796 
volumes,  and  that  of  the  Reference  Library  8376  volumes  against 
13,256  and  8184  last  year,  or  an  increase  of  732  volumes.  The 
total  number  of  Books  in  the  Library  is  therefore  22,172.  The  total 
issue  has  been  in  the  Lending  Library  131,641,  and  in  the  Reference 
Library  28,070,  a  net  increase  on  last  year's  issues  of  9573  volumes. 
The  increase  in  the  number  of  works  rerd  is  greater  than  is  apparent 
from   these  figures,   as    the    old    books    in    three  volumes    are    being 


gradually  withdrawn,  and  are  being  replaced  by  single  vohinie 
editions.  Throe  books  have  been  lost  and  paid  for,  and  three  have 
been  totally  lost  throii-;h  tiefault  of  borrower  and  guarantor.  The 
number  of  books  rebound  has  been  850,  and  books  repaired  3204, 
a  total  of  4054,  while  58  books  have  been  withdrawn  as  worn  out. 
These  have  been  replaced  by  new  ones  where  the  Book  Committee 
thought  it  desirable.  I  ha<'e  again  to  report  with  much  pleasure 
that  the  books  as  a  whole  are  very  well  used,  and  very  few  cases 
of  either  careless  or  wilful  damage  have  come  under  my  notice 
during  the  past  year.  The  Library  is  now  in  good  working  order, 
and   the   Books  in  a  good   state   of  repair. 

You  will  notice  a  considerable  discrepancy  between  the  total 
number  of  borrowers  given  in  last  year's  report  and  the  present 
one.  It  has  been  the  practice  to  retain  on  the  list  of  borrowers 
all  who  have  not  formally  surrendered  their  tickets,  and  it  came 
frequently  under  my  notice  that  tickets  were  used  by  others  than 
those  to  whom  they  were  originally  issued.  Acting  under  your 
directions,  I  gave  notice  to  all  who  entered  the  Library  before 
January  1st,  1885,  that  their  guarantees  must  be  renewed.  As  the 
result  of  this,  we  find  that  only  about  1300  of  the  10,314  borrowers 
concerned  are  at  present  using  the  Library.  Adding  this  to  the 
number  of  borrowers  entered  since  the  above  date,  and  deducting 
the  surrendered  cards,  I  arrive  at  4500  as  the  approximate  number 
of  tickets  now  in  force,  a  number  much  more  probable  on  the  face 
of  it  than  die  high  figures  hitherto  given.  The  new  borrowers 
during  the  last  year  number  1267  against  1356  the  previous  year. 
For  the  future,  the  guarantee  will  last  three  years,  and  notice  will 
be  given  monthly  to  those  whose  time  has  expired.  The  number 
of  borrowers   since   the  opening   of  the  Institution   is  now  13,706. 

The  Newsrooms  are  as  much  frequented  as  ever.  Incidental 
countings  taken  by  me  from  time  to  time  prove  that  the  number 
of  visitors  given  in  last  year's  returns  was  well  within  the  mark. 
With  few  exceptions,  the  conduct  of  those  attending  the  Newrooms 
is  exemplary. 

My  work  in  the  Museum  has  consisted  in  the  completion  of 
the  re  arrangement  of  the  shells,  and  a  commencement  of  the  fossils. 
About  a  thousand  of  the  latter  have  been  re-mounted  and  labelled,  and 
I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  W.  Carr,  B.A.,  of  Notdngham,  for  most 
valuable  help  in  naming  them.  The  re-arrangement  of  the  Mineral 
collection  has  been  kindly  undertaken  by  Mr.  A.  H.  Stokes,  and 
Mr.  H.  Arnold  Bemrose,  M.A.     This  has  been  a  work  involving  much 


labour  and  time,  but  it  is  now  approaching  completion,  and  the 
specimens  will  in  the  course  of  a  few  months,  be  properly  arranged 
and  labelled.  I  shall  be  very  glad  when  I  am  able  to  report  the 
Museum   in   as  good   order   as   the   Library. 

I  am  glad  to  again  bear  testimony  to  the  zeal  and  industry  of 
the  staff.  I  have  had  no  single  case  of  complaint  against  any  of  them 
since  I  took  charge,  and  all  their  duties  are  discharged  cheerfully 
and    wilUngly,    and    with    due    regard    to    the    best    interests   of  the 

Institution. 

I  append  the  usual  tables,  to  which  I  beg  to  refer  all  who 
wish   for  detailed  information,  and  beg  to  remain,   gentlemen,

THE  Art  Gallery  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  i)resenting 
their  Fifth  Annual  Report,  and  are  glad  to  be  able  to  state 
that  the  appreciation  of  the  Gallery  by  the  public  is  steadily  on 
the  increase.  'The  Gallery  has  been  open  2 64  days  during  the 
past  year,  of  which  43  have  been  free.  The  attendance  on  the 
free  days  has  been  14,673,  or  a  daily  average  of  341  ;  by  payment 
15,477;  average,  70  daily,  making  a  total  of  30,150  visitors,  against 
28,326  last  yeai.  The  Committee  regard  with  pleasure  the  large 
attendance  on  the  free  days,  and  would  be  very  glad  if  tinancial 
considerations   permitted   the  extension   of  the  privilege. 

Tlie  Committee  find  much  gratification  in  Uie  fact  that  the 
deficiency  in  their  funds  is  much  less  this  year  than  last,  amounting 
only  to  /'195,  against  ^303  in  1886,  and  this  without  the 
Institution  having  suffered  at  all  either  in  interest  or  efficiency. 
Every  care  has  been  exercised  in  the  management,  and  the 
Committee  think  that  the  Institution  can  scarcely  be  worked  more 
cheaply,  and  that  while  present  conditions  are  maintained,  the  above 
amount  will  represent  about  the  average  annual  cost  to  the  town 
in  time  to  come.  They  are  persuaded  that  the  advantages  to  the 
town  in  possessing  such  an  Institution  in  its  midst,  maintained  at 
such   a  small  cost,   can   scarcely   be  over  rated. 

The  Autumn  Exhibition  last  year  extended  from  November  6th 
to  February  19th,  and  was  attended  by  10,160  visitors.  There  was 
a  successful  Art  Union  in  connection  with  it,  and  the  picture  sales 
were   about  normal. 

The  Spring  Exhibition  consisted  of  pictures  by  Local  Artists, 
and  a  loan  collection.  For  the  latter  the  Committee  are  indebted 
to  Mr.  H.  H.  Bemrose,  and  Mr.  W.  Naylor,  who  kindly  lent  a 
large  portion  of  the  pictures  from  the  collection  of  the  late  Mrs. 
Walters,  also  to  Messrs.  Bemrose  and  Sons;  and  to  Mr.  E.  Wilson. 
The  Exhibition  was  open  from  March  5th  to  June  4th,  and  was 
visited  by  8241    visitors. 


The  Photographic  Exliibition  in  the  Summer  of  t8S6  was  so 
much  appreciated,  that  this  year  another  was  lield  which  was  open 
from  June  20th  to  August  23rd,  and  was  visited  by  7554  persons. 
Tlie  Committee  were  indebted  to  tlie  Borough  Members,  Sir  W. 
V.  Harconrt,  and  Mr.  Roe,  for  the  offer  of  a  Gold  Medal  for 
competition,  and  also  to  Mr.  R.  Keene  for  the  offer  of  a  Silver 
Medal  for  the  l)est  photograph  by  a  member  of  the  Derby  Photo- 
graphic Society.  These  were  given  in  addition  to  the  usual  silver 
and  bronze  medals.  Some  of  the  best  photographic  artists  in  the 
kingdom   exhibited,  and    the   Exhibition    was    very    popular    with    the 

public. 

The  Autumn  Exhibition  now  being  held  was  opened  on 
September  7th,  and  is  being  extensively  visited.  It  is  admitted  on 
all  hands  to  be  one  of  the  best  ever  held  in  the  Gallery,  and  the 
visitors   average  about  a  thousand  weekly. 

During  last  Winter,  a  series  of  twenty  Popular  Concerts  was 
arranged  by  the  Curator  for  Saturday  evenings.  These  concerts 
were  attended  by  3876  persons,  and  produced  a  net  profit  of 
^^37  9s.  The  best  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  the  Curator 
and  to  those  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  kindly  gave  their  services  as 
vocalists   and    instrumentalists. 

The  Upper  Gallery  has  been  painted  and  re-coloured,  and 
boarded  round  to  the  height  of  eight  feet,  which  greatly  facilitates 
the  work  of  picture  hanging,  and  the  lower  gallery  has  been 
thoroughly  cleaned  and  re-coloured.  Snow  boards  have  been  fixed 
to  the  roof,  and  the  whole  of  the  building  is  now  in  thorough 
repair. 

Four  cases  only  are  now  filled  from  South  Kensington  Museum, 
and  the  Committee  are  indebted  to  the  following  gentlemen  for  the 
loan  of  objects  of  art  and  interest  for  Exhibition.  Messrs. 
Doulton  and  Co.,  Lambeth,  for  Art  Pottery,  Mr.  J.  A.  Jacoby,  M.P., 
for  collection  of  early  English  Silver,  Mr.  W.  H.  Willett,  of 
Brighton,  for  Burmese  Curiosities,  Mr.  Councillor  Battersby,  for 
Bronzes  and  Antique  China,  Mr.  H.  H.  Bemrose,  for  collection  of 
Ancient  Manuscripts  and  Printed  Books,  Mr.  W.  Bemrose,  J. P., 
for  a  collection  of  Indian  Metal  Work,  and  Mr.  Maw,  of  Tenant 
Street,   for   a  collection   of   Old    Derby  China.

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SEVENTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF    THE 


FREE   LIBRARY  AND  MUSEUM  COMMITTEE 

For  the    Year  ending   September  29//^,   1888. 


THE  Free  Library  and  Museum  Committee  beg  to  present 
their  Seventeenth  Annual    Report   to    the    Council,    and    in 

doing  so,  beg  to  congratulate  them  on  the  continued  prosperity 
and  usefulness  of  the  Institution. 

Large  additions  of  Books  have  been  made  to  both  Libraries 
during  the  year,  in  the  selection  of  which  the  Book  Committee  have 
exercised  much  vigilance  and  care,  and  the  works  purchased  have 
been  supplemented  by  a  handsome  gift  of  42  volumes,  chiefly  of  a 
valuable  scientific  character  and  for  reference,  from  the  Delegates 
of  the  Clarendon  Press,  Oxford.  The  warmest  thanks  of  the  Com- 
mittee and  the  Council  are  due  to  the  University  of  Oxford  for 
this  welcome  addition  to  the  Reference  Library. 

The  Committee  have  been  enabled  by  strict  economy  in  the 
ordinary  expenses  of  maintenance  to  deal  with  several  matters  of 
importance.  Last  year  the  lower  part  of  the  building  was  painted 
and  cleaned   throughout,  and  during  this  yt2,x  the  second  part  of 


the  Institution,  the  Museum  and  Corridors,  have  been  repainted  and 
decorated   at  a  cost  of  £67.     Lighter   tints   have   been    chosen,   and 
the  Museum  and  its  approaches  are  hence  much  more  bright  and 
cheerful     Next  vear  the   Committee  hope  to  deal  with  the   Library 
in  the    same  way.     The  whole  of  the  roof  has  also  been   thoroughly 
overhauled  and   made  watertight,  and  the  glazing  has  all   been  re- 
puttied  and  perfectly  repaired.     Addiiional  locks  have    been  put  on 
the  Museum  cases,  and  the  electric  communications  about  the  build- 
ing rem.odelled  and  put  into    perfect  working  order.     These  matters 
have   entailed   considerable  outlay,  but   the  Committee  are   satisfied 
that   the    money    has    been  well    spent.      The    triangular    piece  of 
ground  in  the  Strand  which  has  long  been  an  eyesore   has  also  been 
asphalted  and  redrained.     A  purchase  of  specimens  for  the  Museum 
from    the    collection   of  the    late   Rev.    Urban    Smith,    of   Stony 
Middleton,  has  absorbed  £24,  and  lastly,  the  Committee  have  been 
enabled   to  add  a  second   sum  of  £100   to   the   Sinking  Fund   they 
have  formed  for  the  repayment  of  the  £500  they  have  had  on  loan 
since  the  foundation  of  the  Institution.     The  Committee  believe  that 
although  they  have  been  enabled  to  take  all  these   matters  in  hand, 
the  efficiency  and  utility  of  the  Institution  have  in  no  way  suffered. 
As  usual,  the  Librarian's   Annual  Report  to  this   Committee, 
which  contains  many  statistics  of  interest,  is  appended.     The  Com- 
mittee  desire   to  add  that   the    Institution   was  never    in    a   better 
condition,  or  more  highly  appreciated  than  at  the  present  time,  and 
they  feel  that  much  of  its  prosperity  is  due  to  its  present  efficient 
management.

Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting   to  you  my  Third  Annual 
Report. 

The  number  of  volumes    in    the    Lending   Library    is    14227, 
against  13796  last  year,  and  in  the  Reference  Library  8,595   against 
8184,   or   a   total    increase    of   850    volumes,    the    number   in    both 
Libraries   being   now    23,022.      The   total    issue   in    both  Libraries 
shows  a  trifling  decrease.      In  the   Lending  Library   the   issue   is 
130,314  against    131,641.     This  is  more   than   accounted  for  by  the 
gradual  withdrawal  of  ihe  three  volume  novels,  which  formerly  held 
such  an  important  position  in  our  stock  of  works  of  fiction.     In  the 
Reference  Library  the  numbers  are  27,917,   against   28,070.     Eight 
books  have  been  lost  and  paid  for,  and  three  have  been   totally  Tost 
through    default    of    both    borrower    and    guarantor.      The    books 
rebound  and   repaired   number  3,545,    nearly  all  with  the  exception 
of  the  magazines  being  done  on  our  own    premises.     About  3,000 
of  the  number  have  been  either  resewn  or  entirely   rebound.    '141 
books    have   been    withdrawn    as    worn    out.      It   gives   me    much 
pleasure   to  again   report   that   as  a   whole  the  books  are  carefully 
used,  and  fewer  cases  than  ever  of  wanton  damage  have  come  under 
my  notice  this  year.     The   Library  is  now  in  a  good  state  of  repair, 
and  fewer  books  await  mending  than  is  usual  at  this  time  of  the  year! 
The  musical  department  quite  justifies  our  belief  in  its  usefulness. 
This  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  issues   number  about  30  in  the 
week,  and  about  1,500  during  the  year.     I  have  been  often  asked 
as  to  the  popularity  of  the  newer  works  of  fiction  as  compared  with 
the  older  standard  works.     I  have  been  making  careful  comparisons 
as  to  the  number  of  issues,  and  I  am  gratified  to  find  that  "  Ivan- 
hoe  "   and  ''David   Copperfield  "   are  out  in    circulation    quite   as 
much  as  "Aurora  Floyd"   and   "East  Lynne,"  and  that    "John 
Halifax"  and  "Adam   Bede"   show  up   quite    as  well   as    "She" 
*'  King  Solomon's  Mines,"  or  "  Treasure  Island."     The  interest  in 
the  former  books  is  abiding,  that  in  the  latter  evanescent. 

The  News  Rooms  are  more  fully  attended  than  ever,  and  the 
conduct  of  those  that  visit  them  is  all  that  one  could  wish  or  expect. 
I  have  had    no   serious  complaint  to   make  during  the  past  year 


The  re-arrangement  of  the  minerals  in  the  Museum  is  now 
practically  completed,  and  the  collection  will  be  fully  labelled  and  in 
order  u.  the  course  of  a  few  weeks.  Mr.  A.  H.  Stokes,  F.G.S.,  andM. 
Arnold  Bemrose,  M.A.,  who  have  kindly  undertaken  th>s  work  and 
lo  whom  I  owe  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude,  have  had  their  labours 
considerably  prolonged  by  the  arrangement  of  'he  .mportant 
purchases  made  from  Mrs.  Urban  Smith  in  March  last.  I  think  ha 
when  finally  arranged,  our  collection  will  fully  hold  its  own  with  that 

of  other  provincial  Museums.  ,„„„.,H 

The  numbers  visiting  the  Institution  were  carefully  counted 
during  three  separate  weeks  in  February  and  March  last.  The 
highest  week  was  13,8x6,  and  the  lowest  13,215.  the  average  being 
13,423,  thus  distributed  :

For  the    Year  ending  September  2<^th,   1888. 


THE  Art  Gallery  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting 
their  Sixth  Annual  Report.     The  past  year  has  been  one  of 
steady    progress,    and    the    figures    tend    to    show    that    the 
popularity  and  usefulness  of  the  Gallery  are  both  on  the  increase. 
The  Gallery  has  been  open    during  the  past  year  on  272  days,  of 
which  45  have  been  free.     The  attendance  on  the  free  days  has  been 
16,331  (an  average  of  363  visitors  daily),  and  the  visitors  by  payment 
have   numbered   17,492,   giving   a   daily  average   of  77.     The  total 
number    of  visitors   for  the   year    has    been    33,823    against  30,150 
last  year.     A  glance  at  the  subjoined  tables  will  give  a  good  idea  ol 
the  progress   being  made,  it   being  borne  in   mind   that  the  dates 
of  opening  and  closing  the  Exhibitions  do  not  correspond  with  the 
beginning  and  ending  of  the  year.

The  deficiency  in  the  Funds  keeps  at  about  the  same  low  figure 
as  last  year,  amounting  to  ^209,  as  against  ^^195,  the  difference 
being  accounted  for  by  the  amount  of  insurance  which  had  to 
be  effected  on  the  valuable  loan  collection  now  in  the  Gallery.  The 
Committee  are  glad  to  find  that  their  estimate  as  to  the  annual 
cost  is  thus  justified,  and  think  that  the  efficient  maintenance  of 
such  a  valuable  institution  at  so  small  a  cost  is  matter  for  congratu- 
lation. They  can  only  re-aflErm  their  hope  that  the  time  may  soon 
come  when  the  privilege  of  free  admission  may  be  further  extended. 

The  Autumn  Exhibition  last  year  was  open  from  September  7th 
to  January  14th.  The  Art  Union,  in  connection  with  it,  was  well 
supported,  and  the  picture  scales  amounted  to  £1^6. 

The  Spring  Exhibition  extended  from  January  31st  to  May  7th 
Its  main  attraction  was  the  fine  collection  of  modern  pictures  lent  to 
the  Committee  by  Sharpley  Bainbridge,  Esq.,  J. P.  of  Lincoln. 
This  collection  numbers  loi  examples,  being  particularly  rich  in  the 
works  of  Birket  Foster  and  George  Clausen,  and  containing  good 
specimens  of  the  work  of  L.  Alma-Tadema,  R.A.,  E.  J.  Poynter, 
E.A.,  W.  Q.  Orchardson,  R.A.,  R.  W.  Macbeth,  A.R.A.,  Ernest 
Crofts,  A.R.A.,  and  many  other  eminent  artists.  The  Committee 
thankfully  acknowledge  the  great  kindness  of  Mr.  Bainbridge  in 
lending  this  collection,  which  has  been  of  inestimable  value  to  Art 
students,  and  of  great  interest  to  the  general  public.  Local  and 
London  artists  were  also  well  represented  in  the  Spring  Exhibition. 
Mr.  John  M.  Cook  kindly  lent  a  good  "Wright  of  Derby," 
and  Mr.  Crosland,  of  Nottingham,  good  examples  of  DeWint 
and  Logsdail.     The  picture  sales  amounted  to  ^204  6s. 

The  Sum^mer  Exhibition,  open  from  May  19th  to  September 
6th,  was  on  different  lines  from  any  of  its  predecessors.  Its  principal 
feature  was  a  collection  of  works  in  Black  and  White.  Many 
eminent  artists  contributed  both  drawings  and  etchings,  and  the 
proprietors  of  the  "  Illustrated  London  News  "  and  the  "  Graphic," 
and  Messrs.  Cassell  and  Co.,  lent  some  of  the  valuable  original 
drawings  from  their  establishments.  Mr.  Councillor  Dean  and 
Dr.  Fletcher  also  lent  valuable  examples.  The  Exhibition  excited 
considerable  interest,  and  was  well  patronised. 

The  Autumn  Exhibition,  now  being  held,  was  opened  on 
September  17th  by  a  conversazione,  given  by  His  Worship  the 
Mayor  (Mr.  Alderman  Newbold,  J. P.),  at  which  about  550  invited 
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guests  assembled,  and  passed  a  very  pleasant  evening.  The  Com- 
mittee's best  thanks  are  due  to  His  Worship  for  the  kindly  interest 
thus  shown  in  the  Art  Gallery.  The  present  collection  is  the  most 
numerous  ever  exhibited  in  the  Gallery,  and  the  num-ber  of  visitors 
is  quite  satisfactory. 

The  Third  Series  of  Popular  Concerts,  arranged  by  the  Curator 
were  held  on  the  Saturday  evenings  of  last  winter.  Twenty-four 
concerts  were  given,  attended  by  5400  persons.  The  total  receipts 
were  /61  i6s.  3d.,  and  the  expenses  /17  135.  3d.,  leaving  a  clear 
profit  of  £43  13s.  The  best  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due 
to  the  Curator,  and  to  all  those  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  kindly 
gave  him  their  assistance. 

The  Water-colour  Room  has  now  been  boarded  round,  and  the 
work  of  picture  hanging  thereby  much  facilitated.  Nothing  else  of 
importance  has  been  done  or  has  been  required  in  the  building, 
which  is  in  a  state  of  good  repair. 

Sir  Philip  Cunliffe  Owen  paid  an  official  visit  to  the  Gallery 
on  March  6th,  and  expressed  his  complete  satisfaction  with  what  he 
saw.  He  was  met  by  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  and  by  the  Chair- 
men and  many  of  the  members  of  the  Free  Library  and  Art  Gallery 
Committees. 

The  usual  change  of  examples  in  the  four  cases  now  filled  from 
South  Kensington  Museum  was  made  early  in  December  last,  and 
the  Committee  are  indebted  to  the  following  gentlemen  for  the  loan 
of  objects  of  interest  during  the  past  year :  Mr.  Alderman  H.  H. 
Bemrose,  J.P..  for  collection  of  ancient  manuscripts  and  printed 
books;  Mr.  W.  Bemrose,  J.P,  for  collection  of  Indian  metal  work;  Mr. 
Councillor  George  Bottomley  for  collection  of  China  ;  Mr.  R.  G. 
Lomas  for  specimens  of  Derbyshire  spar  and  marble  manufactures, 
including  works  of  art  manufactured  for  Lord  Scarsdale,  Canon' 
Olivier,  and  Mr.  F.  J,  Robinson,  and  exhibited  by  their  permission  ; 
Mr.  Maw,  of  Tenant  Street,  for  collection  of  Derby  china,  and  Mr. 
W.  H.  Willett,  of  Brighton,  for  Burmese  curiosities.

EIGHTEENTH  ANNUAL   REPORT 


OF   THE

'T^HE  Free  Library  and  Museum  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in 
1       presenting  their  Eighteenth  Annual  Report,  and,  in  doing  so,  beg 
to  congratulate  the  Council  on  the  continued  usefulness  and  prosperity  of 
the  Institution. 

There  is  nothing  startUng  to  chronicle  respecting  the  last  year's  history 
of  the  Library  and  Museum.  The  Institution  stands  as  high  as  ever  in 
public  estimation,  and  its  efficiency  in  all  its  branches  has  been  fully  main- 
tained. A  larger  sum  of  money  than  usual  has  been  spent  by  the  Book 
Committee,  no  fewer  than  1,647  new  books  having  been  purchased.  Of 
these  798  are  replacements  and  849  are  entirely  new.  To  the  vigilant  care 
and  discretion  of  the  Book  Committee  is  due  the  general  high  character 
of  the  Library. 

The  remaining  portion  of  the  cleaning  and  painting  of  the  Building, 
viz.,  the  interior  of  the  Library,  has  been  completed  during  the  present 
summer,  and  the  work  has  been  very  successfully  carried  out.  The  original 
design  has  been  adhered  to,  and  there  has  only  been  a  slight  change  in 
the  colours.  No  great  expense  will  need  to  be  incurred  under  this  head 
for  several  years  to  come.  The  building  throughout  is  in  a  good  state  of 
repair,  and  the  only  matter  which  will  demand  the  attention  of  the  Com- 
mittee in  the  near  future  is  the  re-arrangement,  if  necessary,  of  the  heat- 
ing apparatus. 

A  reference  to  the  accounts  attached  to  this  Report  will  show  how  the 
mcome  of  the  Committee  has  been   expended.      They  believe  that  the 


Institution  has  been  very  economically  worked  without  impairing  its  useful- 
ness in  any  way,  and  they  are  glad  to  say  that  they  have  added  a  third 
sum  of  ^loo  to  the  Sinking  Fund  formed  for  the  repayment  of  the  ^5°° 
which  was  borrowed  at  the  foundation  of  the  Institution.  A  sum  of 
^57  I2S.  9d.  is  carried  forward  to  the  next  year's  account,  but  of  this 
£t,o  has  been  applied  to  the  purposes  of  the  Museum  Committee,  although 
not  yet  expended. 

The  Committee  beg  to  refer  all  those  interested  in  the  inner  work- 
ing of  the  Institution  to  the  Librarian's  Report  and  the  exhaustive  statistics 
ap^'pended  to  it,  and  they  desire  to  place  on  record  their  complete  satis- 
faction with  the  way  in  which  the  work  of  the  Institution  is  carried  on. 

In  conclusion,  they  gratefully  acknowledge  the  many  tokens  of  interest 
shown  in  the  Institution  as  evidenced  by  the  donations  of  books  and  other 
things  which  are  constantly  being  received.  They  beg  to  reiterate  the 
opinion  that  the  Library  and  Museum  are  doing  excellent  work— worthy 
of  comparison  with  what  is  being  done  in  other  towns,  and  which  in  every 
way  carries  out  the  design  of  the  revered  founder.

Gentlemen, 

It  gives   me   great   pleasure   to   submit   to   you   my   Fourth   Annual 
Report. 

The   total   number  of  books  now  in   the   Lending   Library  is   14,836 
against  14,227  last  year,  and  in  the  Reference  Library  8,825  against  8,595. 
This  gives  as   the   total   in   both    Libraries    23,661,    an   increase  of  839 
on  last  year's  total,  and  this  in  spite  of  801   volumes  having  been  with- 
drawn  from  circulation  as  worn  out.      The  total  issues  in  each  Depart- 
ment show  a  decrease,  which  in  the  Lending  Library  amounts  to  5,758 
volumes,  and  in  the  Reference  Library  to  4,695.     The  causes  for  this  are 
various.      The  gradual  elimination  of  the  three  volume  novel  counts  for 
much ;  the  fact  that  many  of  the  pictorial  volumes  so  much  in  demand  are 
hopelessly  worn  out  is  another  cause  ;  but,  in  my  opinion,  the  chief  causes 
are  that  in  the  Lending  Library  books  are  kept  longer  than  formerly,  and 
changes  are  less  frequent,  which  I  hope  points  to  more  thorough,  and  less 
desultory  reading;  while  the  readers  in   both  Libraries  are  undoubtedly 
diminished  by  the  fact  that  better  times  have  decreased  the  numbers  of  the 
unemployed,  and  there  is  less  time  for  reading.     The  state  of  the  News 
Rooms  just  now  in   the  day  time  is    a   remarkable   contrast  to  what   it 
was  this  time  last  year.     The  issues  in  the  two  Departments  are  as  follows  : 
Lending,  124,556  ;  Reference,  23,222  ;  together  147,778.     As  a  matter  of 
interest,  it  may  be  stated  that  the  total  issue  of  books  since  the  foundation 
of  the    Library    is— Lending,    2,488,218;    Reference,    331,880,    making 
together   the   astounding   total   of   2,820,098.      The   daily   issue    in   the 
Lending  Department  during  the  past  year  varies  considerably,  ranging  from 
599  ii^  the  month  of  March  to  338  in  July,  the  highest  daily  issue  being 
on    April   i8th,   when    1,148    volumes  were   given    out.     The    Reference 
Library  varies  in  the  same  way,  November  standing  at  the  head  with  a 
daily  issue  of  126,  and  June  only  showing  a  daily  average  of  35. 

In  the  Lending  Department  771  volumes  have  been  withdrawn  as 
worn  out.  The  whole  list  of  books  so  withdrawn  for  several  years  past 
has  been  carefully  gone  over  by  the  Book  Committee,  and  as  a  result  798 
volumes  have  been  replaced,  the  remainder  being  struck  off  the  list  and 
their  places  declared  vacant.  In  addition  to  this,  589  new  volumes  have 
been  purchased.  These  include  the  most  recent  and  interesting  works  in 
Biography  and  Travels,  and  a  large  proportion  of  good,  healthy  juvenile 
literature.     When  a  new  Catalogue  is  undertaken,   it  will  be  seen  that 


books  for  the  young  hold  an  important  place  in  the  Library.  Four  books 
have  been  lost  and  paid  for,  and  three  have  been  totally  lost  through 
default  of  both  borrower  and  guarantor.  On  the  other  hand,  a  book 
returned  two  years  ago  as  totally  lost,  has  been  recovered.  I  think  that 
considering  the  very  large  issue,  these  figures  will  not  be  considered  un- 
satisfactory. There  is  very  little  ill-usage  of  books  to  complain  of,  and  I 
have  only  had  one  case  of  deliberately  wdlful  damage  to  report  during  the 
year.  Four  leaves  were  cut  out  bodily  from  a  volume  of  humorous  songs. 
A  few  of  our  readers,  and  only  a  few,  are  in  the  habit  of  marking  the 
books.  The  marks  consist  chiefly  of  marginal  notes,  more  or  less  idiotic, 
on  the  subject  matter,  and  sometimes  the  reader's  opinion  on  the  volume 
as  a  whole  is  given  in  a  condensed  form  on  the  fly  leaf  at  the  end.  As 
might  be  expected,  the  remarks  bear  no  critical  value,  and  the  practice  is  a 
distinctly  mischievous  one,  and  a  violation  of  the  Library  regulations.  I 
am  informed  that  the  practice  is  not  unknown  in  Libraries  other  than  those 
supported  by  the  rates,  and  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  we  have 
less  of  it  than  in  other  towns.  I  hope  I  may  be  able  next  year  to  report 
its  discontinuance.  In  the  Reference  Library  30  volumes  of  Illustrated 
books  have  been  withdrawn  as  worn  out,  and  260  new  volumes  have  been 
added.  The  whole  of  the  Library  is  now  in  an  excellent  state  of  repair, 
and  there  are  less  than  a  hundred  volumes  not  available  for  public  use. 
The  total  number  of  volumes  rebound  during  the  past  year  is  945,  and  of 
those  repaired  4,7775  a  total  of  5,722. 

During  the  last  year  there  have  been  enrolled  1,062  new  borrowers, 
754  males  and  308  females,  whose  occupations  are  shown  in  Table  VI. 
They  are  thus  distributed  in  the  various  Wards:  Arboretum  116,  Babing- 
ton  141,  Becket  228,  Castle  98,  Uerwent  39,  Friar  Gate  121,  King's  Mead 
126,  Litchurch,  131.  Calculating  by  the  percentage  which  the  number  on 
the  Burgess-roll  in  each  Ward  bears  to  the  w^hole  of  the  town,  these 
numbers  should  be:  Arboretum  144,  Babington  123,  Becket  187,  Castle 
126,  Derwent  67,  Friar  Gate  in,  King's  Mead  150,  Litchurch  92.  These 
figures  speak  for  themselves.  The  number  of  borrowers  since  the  opening 
of  the  building  in  1879  is  16,002,  of  whom  I  estimate  something  over  one 
third  are  using  the  Library  at  the  present  time.  1,327  applications  have 
been  made  to  borrowers  for  overdue  books,  and  no  fewer  than  1,005  books 
have  been  bespoken  at  the  cost  of  one  penny,  a  post  card  being  sent  to  the 
borrower  when  the  book  is  in.  I  shall  be  very  glad  to  see  this  regulation 
still  more  largely  used  by  borrowers. 

Since  February  last,  we  have  received  regularly  every  week  a  list  of  the 
infected  houses  in  the  Borough.     Occupiers  of  such  houses  known  to  be

borrowers,  have  received  notice  at  once  that  their  books  must  not  be 
returned  till  the  houses  have  been  disinfected,  and  in  every  case  the  book 
has  been  destroyed  on  its  return  to  the  Library.  The  public  may  therefore 
have  confidence  that  the  Library  does  nothing  in  spreading  contagious 
diseases.  I  have  to  acknowledge  gratefully  the  ready  co-operation  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee,  and  the  great  assistance  I  have  received  from  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Borough  (W.  Iliffe,  Esq.)  and  the  Sani- 
tary Inspector,  Mr.  Wilkinson. 

The  News  Room  and  Reference  Room  continue  to  be  much  used,  and 
in  the  evenings  are  often  uncomfortably  full.  Monday  and  Saturday  are 
the  busiest  days.  The  behaviour  of  those  who  come  to  read  has  been 
exemplary,  and  I  have  much  pleasure  in  noting  the  fact  that  there  seems 
every  disposition  to  conform  to  the  regulations  in  force  for  securing  good 
order  and  perfect  quiet.  The  only  unpleasant  circumstance  to  report 
during  the  year  is  the  undetected  theft  of  two  magazines. 

The  re-arrangement  and  labelling  of  the  Minerals  in  the  Museum  was 
completed  last  December,  and  a  complete  Catalogue  of  the  collection  has 
since  been  compiled  by  Mr.  H.  Arnold  Bemrose,  M.A.,  and  is  now  avail- 
able to  the  general  public  at  a  small  cost.  The  Fossils  are  in  process  of 
re-arrangement,  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  finished  by  the  end  of  the  present 
year.  The  re-arrangement  of  the  Shells  necessitated  by  the  large  additions 
made  last  year  is  practically  completed  now,  and  the  labelling  is  in  a 
forward  condition.  A  valuable  collection  of  British  Birds'  Eggs  has  been 
purchased,  and  the  Museum  Committee  have  had  funds  placed  at  their 
disposal  for  the  purchase  of  Geological  specimens  which  may  be  found 
wanting  as  the  re-arrangement  progresses.  I  hope  soon  to  be  able  to  report 
the  Museum  in  perfect  order. 

I  am  again  glad  to  express  my  complete  satisfaction  with  the  work 
done  by  the  staff  of  the  Institution.  Both  the  junior  assistants  have  left 
since  my  last  Report,  taking  with  them  an  excellent  character  for  industry, 
and  those  appointed  in  their  places  are  doing  their  work  well.  The  work 
done  by  the  other  members  of  the  staff  is  of  the  same  high  quahty  which 
has  characterised  their  many  previous  years  of  faithful  service.  I  should 
like  also  to  place  on  record  my  sense  of  the  high  service  which  is  rendered 
by  the  entire  newspaper  press  of  Derby,  and  thankfully  acknowledge  its 
hearty  co-operation  in  all  that  tends  to  the  welfare  of  the  Institution. 

The  usual  Tables  are  appended  to  this  Report,  to  which  I  beg  to  refer 
all  who  require  more  detailed  information,  and  beg  to  remain,  Gentlemen,

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SEVENTH    ANNUAL    REPORT

For  the    Year  ending  Sept.   28///,   1889, 


THE  Art  Gallery  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  their 
Seventh  Annual  Report.  The  Gallery  has  been  open  on  263  days, 
of  which  45  have  been  free.  The  attendance  on  the  free  days  has  been 
13,847,  with  a  daily  average  of  308,  and  visitors  by  payment  have  num- 
bered 14,112,  with  a  daily  average  of  65.  The  total  visitors  for  the  year 
have  been  27,959.  The  highest  attendance  on  a  pay  day  was  423,  the 
day  of  our  most  numerously  attended  concert,  and  the  highest  attendance 
on  a  free  day  was  1,052,  on  Dec.  26th. 

The  Committee's  estimate  as  to  the  annual  cost  of  the  Gallery  is  again 
justified  by  the  facts,  the  deficiency  amounting  to  ^202,  as  against  ^209 
last  year.  Little  or  nothing  has  been  required  in  the  way  of  repairs  to  the 
building,  and  the  establishment  charges  have  been  kept  down  to  the  lowest 
figure  compatible  with  efficiency  of  management.  The  Sales  of  Pictures 
this  year  amount  to  ^363   14s.  od.,  as  against  ^350  6s.  od.  last  year. 

The  Autumn  Exhibition  last  year  opened  on  Sept.  19th,  and  closed  on 
Jan.  25th.  It  was  visited  by  13,095  persons.  The  Art  Union  in  connec- 
tion with  it  was  well  supported,  and  yielded ^88   i6s.  as  against ^76   is. 

The  Spring  Exhibition  lasted  from  Feb.  9th  to  May  25th,  and  was 
visited  by  7,990  persons.  It  was  of  a  rather  higher  character  than  usual, 
several  important  London  artists  contributing  pictures ;  and  the  Committee 
are  further  indebted  to  Mr.  Councillor  Clemson,  Mr.  T.  C.  Simmonds,  Mr. 
W.  Seth  Smith,  and  Mr.  E.  Crosland  (of  Nottingham)  for  the  loan  of 
interesting  pictures.  The  President  and  Council  of  the  Royal  Academy 
also  lent  Waterlow's  picture  "  Galway  Gossips"  from  the  Chantrey 
Bequest  Pictures. 

The  Summer  Exhibition  this  year  consisted  of  Photographs.  Many  of 
the  best  Photographic  Artists  in  the  kingdom  exhibited,  and  the  Exhibition 
which  lasted  ten  weeks,  from  June  loth  to  Aug.  20th,  was  visited  by  6,874 
persons.  Mr.  W.  England,  of  London,  and  Mr.  H.  J.  Whitlock  of  Birming- 
ham, were  again  the  Judges,  and  their  awards  gave  general  satisfaction. 

The  Autumn  Exhibition  now  on  view  in  the  Gallery  was  opened  on 
Sept.  1 8th,  when  His  Worship  the  Mayor  (Mr.  Councillor  Woodiwiss,  J. P.) 
gave  a  Conversazione  at  which  about  600  guests  were  present,  who  much 
appreciated  his  kindly  hospitality.     The  gathering  was  a  great  success,  and 
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the  best  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  His  Worship  for  the  interest 
he  has  always  shown  in  the  prosperity  of  the  Art  Gallery.  The  number  of 
pictures  exhibited  is  rather  less  than  last  year,  but  there  is  no  falling  off  in 
quality  or  in  public  interest,  4,668  persons  having  visited  the  Gallery 
during  the  first  five  weeks,  and  eleven  pictures  of  the  value  of  ^151  hav- 
ing already  been  sold. 

The  fourth  series  of  Popular  Concerts  took  place  on  the  Saturday 
evenings  of  last  winter.  They  were  attended  by  4,084  persons,  who  paid 
^54  2s.  for  admission.  The  net  cost  of  the  series  was  ^23  i8s.,  so  that 
they  yielded  a  profit  of  ^30  4s.  The  concerts  were  not  so  numerously 
attended  on  the  whole  as  in  the  previous  year.  Their  success  has  led  to 
the  organisation  of  concerts  similar  in  character  in  other  places  on  the 
same  evenings.  The  best  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  the  Curator 
for  his  trouble  in  organising  and  arranging  these  pleasant  evenings,  and  to 
all  those  ladies  and  gentlemen,  too  numerous  to  mention,  who  have  given 
their  services. 

The  usual  change  of  objects  in  the  South  Kensington  cases  was  effected 
in  December  last :  they  are  of  a  highly  attractive  character,  and  such  as 
are  likely  to  be  a  valuable  aid  to  the  art  and  industry  of  the  town.  Through 
the  good  offices  of  Sir  Philip  Cunliffe  Owen,  an  additional  case  has  been 
filled  with  early  Cyprian  pottery  and  glass,  and  the  fine  collection  of 
Chinese  and  Japanese  objects  belonging  to  Lady  Hart,  which  was  for  some 
time  on  view  at  South  Kensington  Museum,  has  by  her  Ladyship's  kind- 
ness been  transferred  to  our  Gallery.  The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are 
also  due  to  Mr.  W.  Bemrose,  J. P.,  for  his  loan  collection  of  Indian  metal 
work ;  to  the  Rev.  T.  R.  Stevenson,  of  Shanghai,  for  his  Indian  and  Cinga- 
lese curiosities ;  to  Canon  Olivier  and  Mr.  F.  J.  Robinson  for  their  Derby- 
shire vases;  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Maw,  of  Tenant  Street,  for  their  specimens 
of  Derby  China ;  and  last,  but  not  least,  to  Mr.  Felix  Joseph,  of  Brighton, 
for  the  loan  of  a  portion  of  his  matchless  collection  of  Wedgwood  ware. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  think  that  the  town  may  be  congratu- 
lated on  the  increasing  interest  which  is  being  manifested  in  art,  to  which 
the  Art  Gallery  cannot  have  failed  to  contribute.  They  are  glad  to  note 
its  increasing  usefulness  and  popularity,  and  the  small  cost  to  the  town 
at  which  it  is  maintained ;  and  they  will  rejoice  when  they  feel  they  are 
in  a  financial  position  largely  to  extend  its  educational  benefits,  by  throwing 
it  entirely  open.

NINETEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF   THE 

ffm  ^ihxavp  anti  JHuseum  Committee, 

For  the    Year  ending  September  2gth,    i8go. 


I  ^HE  Free  Library  and  Museum  Committee  have  great  pleasure  in 
1        presenting   their  Nineteenth   Annual   Report,    and,    in    doing   so, 

congratulate  the  Council  on  the  completion  of  another  year  of  usefulness 

and  prosperity. 

There  is  nothing  special  to  report  concerning  the  history  of  the 
Library  and  Museum  during  the  year  just  closed,  the  aim  of  the  Committee 
having  been  rather  to  perfect  the  work  of  the  Institution  on  its  present 
lines  than  to  initiate  anything  new  or  startling.  The  work  has  gone 
steadily  forward,  and  everything  has  been  kept  up  to  date,  the  Committee 
having  expended  a  very  large  sum  on  New  Books.  1,520  new  works 
have  been  added,  of  which  1,180  are  entirely  new,  and  340  are  replace- 
ments. 322  of  these  have  been  placed  in  the  Reference  Department, 
many  of  them  very  valuable  ;  and  the  Book  Committee  have  taken 
special  care  that  books  on  scientific  subjects  should  contain  the  results 
of  the  most  modern  research. 

The  Building  is  in  a  good  state  of  repair,  and  no  painting  or 
cleaning  has  been  necessary  in  any  part.  The  Heating  apparatus  has 
been  thoroughly  overhauled  and  re-modelled,  and  when  a  few  minor 
matters  have  been  attended  to,  will  be  a  very  great  improvement  on 
that  hitherto  existing.  The  Lighting  in  the  corridor  and  delivery  room 
has  been  much  improved,  and  the  Committee  are  now  turning  their 
attention  to  improving  the  light  in  the  reading  rooms  by  means  of 
reflectors.     They  will  be  very  glad  when  the  time  arrives  for  introducing 


the  Electric  Light  at  a  moderate  cost,  thereby  securing  a  purer  atmos- 
phere and  less  destruction  of  the  bindings  of  the  books,  as  well  as  a 
better  light. 

Reference  to  the  subjoined  accounts  will  show  how  the  income  of 
the  Library  has  been  expended.  The  establishment  charges  have  been 
kept  as  low  as  efficient  working  permits  ;  a  fourth  instalment  of  ;^ioo  has 
been  added  to  the  sinking  fund  formed  for  the  extinction  of  the  debt 
of  ;£5oo  incurred  when  the  Institution  was  founded;  and  when  all  the 
money  voted  to  the  Book  Committee  has  been  expended,  a  sum  of 
^505  will  have  been  spent  on  the  Library  proper,  against  ^373  ^^st 
year.  The  ^90  which  the  alterations  to  the  heating  apparatus  was 
estimated  to  cost  has  been  kept  in  hand  because  the  contract  was  not 
quite  completed. 

The  Report  of  the  Chief  Librarian,  and  the  complete  statistical 
information  appended  to  it,  fully  supply  any  additional  information  which 
may  be  required  concerning  the  working  of  the  Institution;  and  the 
Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  recording  their  complete  satisfaction 
with  the  way  in  which  the  entire  staff  carry  out  that  work. 

The  Committee  desire,  in  conclusion,  gratefully  to  acknowledge  the 
many  valuable  donations  made  during  the  past  year,  and  to  express 
once  more  the  opinion  that  the  Public  Library  and  Museum  are  doing 
their  excellent  work  thoroughly  and  economically,  and  with  incalculable 
benefit  to  the  community  at  large.

Gentlemen, 

I    have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  to    you  my  Fifth  Annual 
Report. 

The  Lending  Library  now  contains  15,594  books,  against  14,836 
last  year,  and  the  issues  have  amounted  to  129,269,  against  124,556. 
The  average  daily  issue  is  six  lower  than  last  year,  but  taking  into 
account  the  gradual  withdrawal  of  three  volume  novels,  and  the  substi- 
tution of  books  in  one  volume,  there  is  rather  an  increase  than  a 
decrease  in  the  works  issued.  The  Reference  Library  stock  now 
numbers  9,079  volumes,  against  8,825  last  year,  but  the  total  issue  has 
fallen  from  23,222  to  17,380,  and  the  average  daily  issue  from  84  to 
59.  This  is  entirely  accounted  for  by  the  withdrawal  of  all  the  worn- 
out  bound  volumes  of  the  Illustrated  London  News  and  Graphic,  the 
issues  of  which  were  counted  in  the  Reference  Library  returns.  There 
IS  no  serious  diminution  in  the  numbers  of  those  who  consult  the 
more  important  portions  of  the  Reference  Department.  The  daily 
average  issue  in  the  Lending  Department  varies  from  566  in  April  to 
373  in  July,  and  in  the  Reference  Department  from  80  in  October  to 
39  in  May  and  July. 

In  the  Lending  Library  427  volumes  have  been  withdrawn  as 
worn  out:  of  these  340  have  been  replaced.  The  places  of  some 
have  been  declared  vacant,  and  others  will  be  re-purchased  as  opportu- 
nity arises.  Nine  volumes  have  bem  lost  and  paid  for,  and  four 
totally  lost.  The  new  books  amount  to  858,  which  include  the  most 
recent  works  in  science,  biography,  and  travels ;  and  plenty  of  good, 
healthy  reading  for  boys  and  girls.  The  additions  to  the  Reference 
Library  number  322  volumes,  and  include  some  of  the  most  valuable 
works  of  the  day. 

A  new  Supplementary  Catalogue  has  been  prepared  during  the 
past  year,  and  was  issued  to  the  public  in  August  last.  It  deals  with 
about  4,700  volumes.  A  glance  at  this  will  show  the  character  of  all 
the  books  added  in   recent   years,  and   bear  eloquent   testimony  to   the 
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care  exercised  by  the  Book  Committee.  A  Catalogue  of  the  "Devon- 
shire" Library  of  local  books,  which  has  hitherto  only  existed  in 
manuscript,  is  in  active  preparation,  and  will  form  an  interesting  and 
valuable  addition. 

I  am  again  able  to  report  favourably  on  the  way  the  books  are 
used ;  and  there  has  been  considerable  improvement  in  many  respect3. 
We  still  occasionally  meet  with  stupid  marginal  notes,  more  often 
reflecting  the  vacuity  of  the  reader's  mind  than  an  intelligent  under- 
standing of  the  text ;  but  in  this  matter  there  is  a  marked  improve- 
ment. I  am  still  forced  to  believe  that  all  readers  do  not  use  the 
books  with  perfectly  clean  hands,  and  certain  unmistakable  signs  show 
that  the  habit  of  reading  at  meals  has  not  altogether  died  out;  but 
on  the  whole  there  is  very  little  to  complain  of.  Among  damaged 
books,  we  have  had  during  the  past  year  one  which  had  been  soaked 
in  a  bucket  of  water,  one  burnt  through  with  cigar  ash,  and  one 
worried  by  a  dog.  It  is  only  fair  to  add,  that  in  all  these  cases  the 
damage  was  cheerfully  paid  for  by  the  borrower.  I  believe  that  most 
of  the  borrowers  fully  appreciate  the  value  of  the  Library,  and  exercise 
all  reasonable  care  in  the  treatment  of  the  books.  One  very  gratifying 
feature  during  the  past  year  is  the  marked  decUne  in  the  number  of 
overdue  books  which  had  to  be  written  for.  The  number  of  books 
bespoken  by  the  payment  of  one  penny  has  increased  from  1,005  to 
1,204. 

In  Table  VII.  the  annual  turnover  of  each  volume  in  the  Library 
is  given  as  8-3.  This  is  somewhat  misleading,  as  very  many  books 
seldom  or  ever  go  out,  and  with  books  really  in  active  use  the 
turnover  is  much  greater.  It  will  be  interesting  from  several  points  of 
view  to  notice  the  circulation  of  the  following  typical  books  during  the 
past  year,  each  selected  as  a  good  representative  of  its  class : —

Becket,  Babington,  Friar  Gate,  and  Litchurch  Wards  furnish  more 
than  their  quota  of  readers,  the  last-named  remarkably  so,  and  the  other 
four  wards  fall  below  their  fair  share. 

The  arrangement  referred  to  in  my  last  report  with  regard  to  in- 
fected houses  is  still  carried  out,  and  works  well.  All  books  which 
have  been  in  infected  houses  have  been  destroyed,  and  the  pubHc  may 
have  all  confidence  that  the  Library  is  not  a  means  of  spreading 
contagious  diseases. 

The  News  Room  and  Reference  Room  continue  to  be  extensively 
used,  and  no  complaint  can  be  made  of  the  conduct  of  those  who 
resort  thither.  In  the  evenings  the  News  Rooms  are  always  full,  and 
I  have  very  rarely  indeed  to  draw  attention  to  the  regulations  enforcing 
silence. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  do  nearly  as  much  in  the  Museum  as  I 
hoped  to  have  done  during  the  year  ;  but,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Geological  collection,  everything  is  in  good  order.  The  naming  of  the 
specimens  is  all  but  completed,  and  if  I  can  only  get  time,  a  few  weeks 
should  see  everything  in  order.  The  Committee  may  rely  on  my  best 
efforts  in  this  direction. 

Mr.  C.  J.  Courtney,  who  had  been  in  the  service  of  the  Committee 
for  nearly  eighteen  years,  received  the  appointment  of  Librarian  at  the 
Minet  Library,  Camberwell,  in  May  last.  His  services  were  always 
cheerfully  and  willingly  rendered ;  and  the  appointment  of  Mr.  W.  H. 
Walton,  as  his  successor,  will,  I  am  sure,  secure  the  Committee  another 
zealous  and  faithful  servant.     Of  the  rest  of  the  staff,  I  can  only  speak 
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in  the  same  high  terms  as  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  use  in  past 
years.  I  have  to  repeat  my  thanks  for  the  kindly  interest  always  shown 
by  the  local  Press  in  all  that  tends  to  the  welfare  of  the  Institution ; 
and,  lastly,  to  express  the  deep  obligation  under  which  I  am  to  the 
Chairman  and  every  other  Member  of  the  Committee  for  their  hearty 
co-operation  and  kindly  sympathy  with  me  in  every  department  of  my 
work. 

The  usual  tables  will  be  found  following  this  report,  in  which  fully 
detailed  information  as  to  the  working  of  the  Library  will  be  found. 
Some  few  additional  particulars  have  been  given  in  conformity  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  Library  Association  of  the  United  Kingdom.

'T^HE    Art    Gallery    Committee    have    great    pleasure    in    presenting 
1        their    Eighth    Annual    Report.      The    Gallery  has  been    open  on 
249  days,  and  the  attendance  compares  with  that  of  last  year  as  shown 
in  the  following  table : —

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the  number  of  visitors  exceeded 
those  of  last  year  by  3315,  although  the  Exhibition  was  open  13  days 
less,  while  the  average  daily  attendance  has  also  increased— that  on  the 
free  day  by  25  per  cent.  The  highest  daily  attendance  when  admission 
was  by  payment  was  on  May  26th,  Whit-Monday— 449 ;  and  the 
highest  on  a  free  day  was  on  Whit-Tuesday,  when  1267  visitors 
attended.     Other  popular  holidays  ran  these  numbers  very  close. 

The  Committee  regret  to  report  an  increase  in  the  sum  required 
to  meet  the  deficiency  as  compared  with  several  previous  years;  but 
various  reasons  have  contributed  to  this.  Necessary  repairs  and  altera- 
tions have  absorbed  nearly  ^40,  as  against  £2  last  year;  and  three 
exhibitions  have  been  collected  and  despatched  from  London,  instead 
of  two.  The  Committee  have  exercised  every  possible  economy  com- 
patible with  the  efficient  carrying  on  of  the  Gallery,  which  is  proving 
Itself  year  by  year  more  popular,  and  of  greater  use  to  the  ratepayers. 
The  picture  sales  during  the  year  reached  the  sum  of  ^714  is.  6d., 
against  ;^363   14s.  last  year. 
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The  Art  Union  in  connection  with  the  last  Autumn  Exhibition 
was  a  great  success,  realising  ;£iio,  against  ^88  i6s.  last  year.  The 
Committee  intend  having  an  Art  Union  again  this  year. 

The  Spring  Exhibition  was  one  of  exceptional  merit,  as  a  few 
attractive  pictures  by  prominent  London  artists  were  again  added  to 
the  usual  local  exhibits.  The  President  and  Council  of  the  Royal 
Academy  lent  Professor  Herkomer's  picture  of  the  "Chapel  of  the 
Charterhouse,"  which  was  a  very  great  attraction. 

The  Summer  Exhibition  consisted  of  works  in  black  and  white. 
Beside  those  coming  direct  from  the  artists,  the  Committee  were 
indebted  to  the  following  gentlemen  for  valuable  contributions :— The 
Proprietors  of  the  Gtaphic  and  Art  Journal,  Messrs.  Boussod,  Valadon, 
&  Co.,  Messrs.  Cassell  &  Co.,  Messrs.  H.  Graves  &  Co.,  and  Mr.  J.  P. 
Mendoza.  These  loans  were  locally  supplemented  by  pictures  kindly  lent 
by  Messrs.  A.  O.  Deacon,  H.  Gregory,  G.  Holme,  Jun.,  F.  J.  Robinson, 
and  W.  W.  Winter.     The  result  was  a  very  attractive  Exhibition. 

The  Autumn  Exhibition  now  on  view  was  opened  on  September 
15th.  His  Worship  the  Mayor  (Mr.  Councillor  Heathcote,  J.P.)  gave  the 
customary  Conversazione  on  October  29th,  when  about  six  hundred  guests 
assembled.  The  gathering  was  a  most  successful  one,  and  the  Com- 
mittee's best  thanks  are  due  to  the  Mayor  for  the  kindly  interest  taken 
in  the  Institution.  The  present  Exhibition  already  outstrips  all  its 
predecessors  in  the  numbers  visiting  it,  over  7,000  having  already 
passed  the  turnstiles. 

The  objects  on  loan  from  South  Kensington  were  changed  in 
December  last.  The  Museum  authorities  showed,  as  usual,  their  ready 
inclination  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  Committee  as  to  the  class  of 
objects  sent,  and  beside  a  case  of  beautiful  electrotypes,  have  sent 
woodcarvings,  wrought  iron  work,  Oriental  tiles,  and  specimens  of  lace. 
These  have  all  been  of  great  value,  and  have  been  made  the  fullest 
use  of  by  the  students  of  the  School  of  Art  and  others  for  copying 
purposes. 

The  fifth  annual  series  of  Saturday  Evening  Concerts  consisted  of 
15  concerts  only,  but  these  were  well  attended,  and  created  the  usual 
interest.  2369  persons  attended,  who  paid  ^29  6s.  3d.  for  admission. 
The  expense  attending  the  concerts  was  £\z  13s.  6d.,  so  that  they 
yielded  a  profit  of  ^15  12s.  9d.  The  Curator,  and  all  those  ladies 
and  gentlemen  who  so  kindly  assisted  him  in  organising  and  carrying 
these  pleasant  evenings  to  a  successful  issue,  deserve  the  best  thanks 
of  the  Committee. 
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The  Committee,  through  the  lamented  death  of  Mr.  Joseph 
Courtney,  in  February  last,  lost  a  faithful  servant.  He  had  been  gate 
attendant  at  the  Art  Gallery  since  its  foundation,  and  his  fidelity  and 
zeal  in  the  service  of  the  Committee  were  beyond  all  praise.  The 
Committee  believe  they  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of 
Sergeant  W.  Johnson  as  his  successor. 

While  the  steady  progress  of  the  Gallery  from  year  to  year  is 
matter  for  congratulation,  there  is  one  matter  connected  with  its  past 
year's  history  which  it  gives  the  Committee  special  pleasure  to  report, 
and  on  which  the  Council  and  the  town  at  large  are  to  be  specially 
felicitated ;  and  that  is  the  splendid  series  of  gifts  of  Derby  china  from 
Mr.  Felix  Joseph.  This  gentleman,  whose  name  has  long  been  famous 
in  the  art  world,  and  who  is  specially  distinguished  in  the  Midlands 
for  his  handsome  gifts  and  loans  to  the  Castle  Museum,  at  Nottingham, 
happened  to  come  to  Derby  in  the  September  of  last  year,  and  paid  a 
visit  to  the  Art  Gallery.  He  was  so  pleased  with  what  he  saw  there, 
that,  although  entirely  unconnected  with  the  town  by  family  or  business 
ties,  he  formed  the  resolution  of  presenting  to  the  Gallery  what  he  saw 
it  stood  in  need  of — a  typical  collection  of  Derby  china.  He  imme- 
diately set  to  work  collecting,  and  so  well  has  he  succeeded,  that  his 
gift  now  numbers  some  350  specimens,  covering  the  whole  period  of 
manufacture,  and  well  illustrating  the  art  objects  made  at  the  Derby  works. 
The  collection  is  specially  rich  in  figures,  both  in  biscuit  and  coloured, 
and  the  generous  donor  still  continues  to  add  to  it  almost  daily.  The 
heartiest  thanks  of  the  Committee,  the  Council,  and  the  Ratepayers  at 
large  are  due  to  Mr.  Felix  Joseph  for  this  magnificent  and  valuable  gift 
to  the  town,  and  the  Committee  venture  to  express  the  hope  that  his 
example  may  stimulate  others  to  similar  generosity  in  helping  a  popular 
institution. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  desire  to  point  out  that  they  believe 
the  Art  Gallery  is  as  steadily  advancing  in  public  usefulness  ns  it  is  in 
pubhc  favour,  and  they  will  be  very  glad  indeed  for  the  time  to  arrive 
when  the  institution  can  be  entirely  free,  and  the  ratepayers  reap  its 
full  benefit.  In  the  meantime,  the  Council  may  rest  assured  that  the 
Committee  will  do  their  utmost  to  carry  on  the  good  work  the  Art 
Gallery  is  doing  at  the  lowest  possible  cost  compatible  with  thorough 
efficiency.
